HR. FRYE PRESENTS THE RECORD 
OF FRAUD FOR 1880. 

THE BEST SPEECH OF THE SESSION MADE 

BY THE NEW SENATOR FROM MAINE— 

A STARTLING ARRAY OF FACTS AND 

FIGURES—AN EXCITING COLLOQUY BE- 

TWEEN MESSRS. BURNSIDE AND BUTLER. 

Wasuinaton, April 20.—Throughout the 
tedious debate which has occupied the time of 
the Senate since the committees were organ- 
ized, one Republican Senator has sat quietly 
in his seat without uttering a word, listening 
attentively to almost interminable repetitions 
of worn-out arguments. He had been the last 
of the new Senators to take his place. He was 
recognized asa man who hed made his mark 
in the House, and who would have 
become its Speaker if he had remained 
there, but he seemed to be restrained by the 
unwritten laws of Senatorial courtesy, and 
there were some who believed that because of 
those laws he would remain silent. Coming 
in last he was forced to take the only unas- 
signed seat, an isolated one in the rear of all 
the others on his side. To-day he emerged 
from his temporary obscurity, and contributed 
to the debate the most remarkable speech of 
the session. To-night it is admitted that Mr. 
Blaine has left in the Senate as his successor 
an orator as eloquent as himself, a debater 
whocan hold his own with any of his peers, 
and a man better equipped in some ways for 
the Senate than the man who is now Secretary 
of State. 

In the debates, until to-day, Republican 
Senators have been presenting old evidence in 
relation to intimidation and fraud in elections 
in the Southern States, apparently forgetting 
that the recent election in that part of the 
country had furnished them with an almost in- 
exhaustible mine of fresh testimony. On this 
account, the discussion has been for the most 
part a dreary one. With the record of fraud 
and violence in 1880 so near that they had only 
to stretch out their hands and take it, they 
seemed to rely wholly upon what occurred in 
the days of reconstruction, or in the years pre- 
vious to 1879. 

Mr. Frye, thinking it was time that ancient 
history should give place to modern, gathered 
from the Attorney-General’s office and else- 
where an astounding collection of facts con- 
cerning the election of 1880, and overwhelmed 
the Democratic side of the Senate with them. 


Taking up one after another the States in 
which, according to Democratic Senators, 
there is a free ballot and an honest count, he 
placed before the Senate long lists of outrages 
upon the negroes at the polls, and showed 
from court records that hundreds of Demo- 
cratic election officers had not only deprived 
Republicans of their votes, but had even plead- 
ad guilty of thiscrime. The infamous meth- 
ods which were used in the shoe-string district 
of Mississippi and other strong Republican sec- 
tions! were plainly described, and convincing 
facts and figures were given. In the course 
of his remarks he regained for Maine 
the friendship which his predecessor 
lost, by @& warm eulogy of _ the 
State and a powerful defense of 
its institutions, against the attacks made by 
Mr. Call and others. He compared the school 
systems of the North and the South, and vin- 
dicated the intelligence and thrift of New- 
England factory workmen. In closing, he 
eloquently reviewed the history of the con- 
flict between what he called the civilization of 
the North and the barbarism of the South, and 
declared that Southern Democrats could not 
blindfold the people and keep from them the 
knowledge of the real character of the treat- 
ment to which the enfranchised negro 
had been forced to submit. Recognizing 
the Mahone movement as an entering wedge 
for the dissolution of the solid South, he de- 
clared that the Republicans would stand by 
the Senator from Virginia forever, if neces- 
sary, and asserted that it was the purpose of 
the Republican Party to secure the rights of 
every man and to enforce, by God’s help, the 
laws of the United States on every inch of land 
under the United States flag. 

No brief summary can present the real force 
and energy or the scope and completeness of 
Mr. Frye’s address. Every sentence was full 
of life. He was frequently interrupted, at 
first by Democrats, but as the pile 
of evidence grew higher they withdrew and 
listenedin silence. Mr. George, of Mississippi, 
one of the originators of the Mississippi plan, 
became excited in the early part of the ad- 
dress, but when the evidence was brought down 
to his own county he discreetly refrained from 
interruptions. Several Southern Senators re- 
gard the speech as representing the sentiments 
of Mr. Blaine and the Administration, and are 
much troubled on this account. 

As soon as Mr. Frye sat down, Mr. Brown, 
of Georgia, arose and renewed the old attack 
upon the suffrage laws of Massachusetts: 
*““-You exclude by law the ignorant voters in 
New-England,” said he, ‘‘and then say that 
we are barbarians because the same class is 
not permitted to vote in the South.” This ad- 
mission attracted some attention. He also 
kindly promised that the South would edu- 
vate the negroes if the North would pay the 
South what it had lost by emancipation. 
Mr. Ingalls troubled Mr. Brown with some 
sharp questions, and showed that, as the slaves 
nad not been removed, the Southern communi- 
ties had not lost them or their value. The 
negroes were worth more as citizens than they 
had been as slaves. Mr. Hampton assured the 
Northern Republicans that if they would come 
and canvass his State their arguments would 
be refuted by colored Democrats. Mr. Hamp- 
ton does not seem to agree with the Charleston 
News and Courier, which declares that every 
negro regards the support of the Republican 
ticket as a religious duty. 

The session could not close without an ex- 
citing scene. Mr. Butler was telling Mr. Frye 
that the real question before the Senate was a 
disgraceful bargain for the disposition of the 
Senete offices. Mr. Burnside had heard so 
much about this bargain that he could not re- 
strain his indignation. He sprang to his feet 
and aeclared, in the most emphatic manner, 
that there had been nosuch bargain. ‘“ Any 
man who says that there has been such a bar- 
gain says what is false,” he continued, his 
voicé and indignation rising. ‘‘I repeat it,” 
said he, striking his desk with his fist. ‘‘it 
is false. I affirm this most positively. Any 
man who makes that statement utters a false- 
hood. I have listened to such talk long enough. 
I do not, as an honorable man, propose to sit 
here and listen to it, and any man who “— 
there isa corrupt bargain on this side of the 
chamber, I say, tells a falsehood.” 

Mr. Butler—The Senator has a right to say 
what he pleases, I am not to be betrayed into 
any excitement, Z ; 

Mr. Burnside—I am not the least bit excited. 
[Loud iaughter.] I am just giving emphasis 
to what I propose to say. 

Mr. Butler, fironically]—I say that the Sen- 
ator is uncommonly equable. 

Mr. Burnside—I am in perfect good humor 
and perfectly calm, Mr. President. [Renewed 
laughter. ] 

Mr. Butler—I congratulate the Senator on 
keeping cool. I am delighted to see him so 
cool, (Laughter.] 

Mr. Burnside—I do not speak as loud as the 
Senator, but I reiterate my statement that 
any man who says there was a bargain on this 
side of the chamber says what is false. 

Mr. Butler—Another case of coolness, (al- 
luding to the emphasis which Mr. Burnside 

laced upon the word ‘‘false.”) 1 shall not be 

trayed on this floor into any language which 
is unparliamentary to begin with, but I want 
to say to the Senator, and all other Senators 
on that side when they adopt the tactics 
he has adopted, that if he supposes by the use 
of such language as that he can deter me from 
a full, complete, unqualified discussion of a 
public act, the Senator is simply mistaken. _ 

Mr. Burnside—I do not think that there is 
a member on this floor who will say for a mo- 
ment that I desire to deter any man from any- 
thing like a free discussion. I mean to meet 
this charge which has been so often made, and 
which has stirred me to thesoul. I merely 
mean to say that any man that makes that 
statement savs what is false, I donot want to

check discussion, but, on a little suspicion 
which is floating through the air, for Senators 
to get up and talk about a corrupt bargain— 
{with an air of disgust, Mr. Burdside left the 
sentence incomplete.}] Does he _ suppose 
that any man on this side would indulge 
in a corrupt bargain? If we would not 
indulge in a corrupt bargain, how can there be 
a bargain? I say that this thing ought to stop. 
I will not say it must stop, because I cannot 
stop it. [Laughter.] But I say it ought to 
stop in all decency, in all propriety, in all 
honesty, in all fair dealing, that thing ought;to 
stop. if you can bring evidence of a bargain, 
bring it, and I will vote to expel any member 
of the Senate who has been guilty of this 
thing. If the Senator will bring in a resolu- 
tion raising a committee to investigate it, and 
will put every Senator on oath, I will vote for 
the resolution. 

Mr. Butler regretted that the gallant and 
kind-hearted Senator from Rhode Island had 
not risen in his indignation when the Senator 
from Maine had been howling anathemas and 
charges far more disgraceful than any bargain 
against Senators from the South. While the 
Senator from Maine had been pouring the 
vials of his wrath and denunciations on the 
Southern Senators, the Senator from Rhode 
Island had not deigned to open his lips, He 
(Mr. Butler) had made no charge that there 
was a bargain, but if he did not demonstrate it 
by irrefragable testimony he would resign his 
seat in the Senate. 

Mr. Burnside—And if the Senator does, I 
will give up my committee and acknowledge 
that you have a majority, 

Gen. Burnside is regarded on both sides as 
the soul of honor and the embodiment of can- 
dor. When he says anything he says it from 
the bottom of his heart. Thecolloquy reported 
above was marked by loud and almost angry 
utterances and the strongest gestures, but the 
perilous passages were so mingled with bursts 
of good humor and pleasant laughter that there 
was no danger of a serious quarrel. Mr. 
Butler was disturbed because he had un- 
derstood Mr. Frye to essert that Democratic 
Senators had encouraged or taken part in the 
outrages he had described. This impression 
was removed by Mr. Frye, who assured him 
that he had not said any such thing, and that 
he would not have said it, even if he had be- 
lieved that there was proof of the truth of 
such an assertion. Mr. Frye then poured 
balm upon the Bourbon wounds by expressing 
admiration for the gallantry of Confederate 
soldiers, and soon afterward he crossed the aisle 
and had a talk with Mr. George, of Missis- 
sippi. 

Then Mr. Brown and Mr. Hoar again took 
up the threadbare topic of Massachusetts suf- 
frage laws, and the debate was continued upon 
this subject until adjournment. 

It should be added that at the beginning of 
the day’s session Mr. Dawes presented the story 
of Charles Heath, printed in Tot Times of 
yesterday, and Mr. Jonas retorted by reading 
an account of the killing of the Andover stu- 
dent, Foster, while attempting to commit a 
burglary. 

Mr. Frye will go to Nova Scotia on Satur- 
day next to keep a business engagement which 
was made before the length of the present ses- 
sion could be foreseen. In his speech to-day 
he set before the Democrats a great mass of 
testimony which they will find it difficult to 
answer, and has marked out for the Republi- 
cans a line of attack which ought to have been 
chosen before, if it was to be used at all.

ONE OF SHERMAN’S REVENGES. 
A FAITHFUL OFFICER REMOVED TO MAKE 
ROOM FOR A TILDEN DEMOCRAT. 

Wasuineton, April 20.—The appoint- 
ment by the President to-day of George B. 
Everett as Collector of Internal Revenue for 
the Fifth District of North Carolina, in place 
of William H. Wheeler, removed, is the sub- 
ject of severe comment here. It causes great 
surprise among Republicans, and few under- 
stand how it was brought about. Wheeler 
was one of the victims selected in the South 
for decapitation by Secretary Sherman imme- 
diately after the Chicago Convention. He 
was one of the very few Collec- 


tors in the South who could not be 
driven from the _ support of Grant 
by threats or promise of favor. Sherman 
succeeded in having Everett appointed in his 
plaee just before the end of the Hayes Admin- 
istration. Everett failed of confirmation, and 
sought reappointment immediately after Presi- 
dent Garfield's inauguration. is case was 
pressed by Gen. Leach, an Elector at Large 
for Hancock, backed by a number of leading 
Democrats ‘in the Fifth North Carolina Dis- 
trict indorsed by Secretary Sherman. A let- 
ter from one of Everett’s Democratic sup- 
porters, on file in the Treasury Depart- 
ment, bears the following remarkable in- 
dorsement; ‘‘ Respectfully referred to Secre- 
tary Windom. In my opinion Wheeler ought 
to be removed and Everett appointed. This 
is the only matter outside of the State of Ohio 
in which I take personal interest. John Sher- 
man.’’? Wheeler has only been in office a little 
more than three years. His retention was 
asked for by Judge Tourgee, who lives in his 
district, Thomas B. Keogh, the Republican 
candidate for Congress in that district last 
Fall and for the past 12 years member of the 
Republican State Committee for the same dis- 
trict: Judge Settle, Major W. A. Smith, Gov. 
Hoiden, Solicitor-General Phillips, Congress- 
man Hubbs, and about 1,500 active Republi- 
cans of Wheeler’s district, who filed petitions 
in the Treasury Department. Everett voted 
for Tilden in 1876, while Wheeler has been one 
of the most active and influential Kepublicans 
in the State since 1866.

THE BALTIMORE POST OFFICE. 


A STANCH GRANT MAN GIVEN THE PLACE— 
MR. BLAINE’S FRIENDS EXCITED. 
BautrmoreE, April 20.—The announce- 
ment that the President had nominated Col. 
Harrison Adreon for Postmaster of this city 
created a great commotion among Republicans 
here this afternoon and evening. The nominee 
was supported by the Hon. James A. Gary and 
J. Morrison Harris, the leaders of the Grant 
wing of the party, and also had the personal 
friendship of Postmaster-General James. The 
other most prominent candidate was supported 
by John L. Thomas, Collector of the Port, and 
what is known as the Custom-house wing, 
which has all along been known as the Blaine 
party in the State. Secretary Blaine, it is 
stated, interested himself considerably about 
this appointment, and there is general surprise 
at what is acknowledged by all to be a es 
ing victory for the anti-Blaine faction. Mr 
Adreon served through the war in the Union 
Army, attaining the rank of Lieutenant-Col- 
onel. He was appointed United States Pen- 
sion Agent at Baltimore by President Grant, 
and held that office until the agency was abol- 
ished during President Hayes’s Administra- 
tion. Gen. E. B. Tyler, against whom a ver- 
dict was granted last week for $5,000 damages 
for an indecent assault on Miss Mary A. Mur- 
ray, has not yet retired from the office, al- 
though it is believed his resignation isin the 
President’s hands.

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GEN. BRADY OUT OF OFFICE 


POSTMASTER-GENERAL JAMES DE- 
MANDS HIS RESIGNATION. 

THE STAR ROUTE FRAUDS FULLY INVESTI- 
GATED—A WORSE STATE OF AFFAIRS 
THAN REPORTED—THE RING CORRUP- 
TION FUND—RICHARD A. ELMER, OF 
NEW-YORK, NOMINATED FOR THE PLACE. 
Wasuineton, April 20.—Mr. Richard A. 
Elmer, of Tioga County, N. Y., was to-day 
nominated by the President to succeed 
Thomas J. Brady as Second Assistant Post- 
master-General, This change was made in 
consequence of the scandal connected with 
Gen. Brady’s administration of the star route 
service, and has been contemplated for some 
time by the President and Postmaster-General 
James. The dead-lock in tho Senate, however, 
delayed the movement, for tho reason that 
Gen. Brady could not be removed dur- 
ing the session of that body. Upon as- 
suming charge of the Post Office Depart- 
ment Mr. James at once instituted an 
investigation into the methods by which the 
star service has been extended and the cost 
thereof so inordinately increased. This inves- 
tigation has been conducted without the 
knowledge of Gen. Brady and those connected 
with his office, and the facts developed are so 
damaging in their character that when laid 
before the President he directed Mr. James to 
demand of Gen. Brady his resignation, to take 
effect immediately. This communication was 
this morning promptly conveyed to Gen. Brady 
by the Postmaster-General,and wasas promptly 
followed by a letter of resignation. It was 
deemed advisable to adopt this course because 
it was desired, in view of the developments 
made by the pending investigatioh, to have 
Gen. Brady vacate the office; and as the Ten- 
ure of Office act prevents removals during the 
session of the Senate, this result could only be 
secured by his resignation. The resignations 
of several other officers who are known to have 


had questionable relations with the star route 
ring will also be demanded, and several clerks 
in the contract office are marked for dismissal. 

The extraordinary methods practiced by 
Gen. Brady in granting increased compen- 
sation to favorite star route contractors 
were fully explained in THE TIMES’S 
dispatches prior to and during the inves- 
tigation of the star service by the last 
Congress. The facts developed at that investi- 
gation, through unwilling witnesses, were suf- 
ficient to cause Gen. Brady’s removal at that 
time, but he succeeded in intrenching himself 
so securely with members ot Congress in whose 
districts star routes had been built up to fabu- 
lous prices, and he was so sturdily defended by 
Postmaster-General Key, that President Hayes 
was thoroughly deceived and refused to take 
notice of the shameful and lawless methods 
practiced by the contract office in connection 
with the star service. 

At the Congressional investigation it was 
shown by Gen. Brady’s own testimony that he 
deliberately violated law in involving the Gov- 
ernment in pecuniary liability largely in ex- 
cess of the specific amount appropriated, 
thereby threatening a deficiency of nearly 
$2,000,000. It was also shown that this threat- 
ened deficiency was mainly caused by the in- 
creased compensation awarded favorite con- 
tractors, one route having been increased 
within 60 days after it was fet from $134,000 
to $299,000, and it is now known that 
the “expedition,” or reduction of schedule 
time for which the $165,000 increase was 
awarded was never performed. Postmaster- 
General James took up the investigation where 
the House committee stopped, and has suc- 
ceeded in obtaining evidence that will estab- 
lish beyond question the fraudulent and cor- 
rupt character of the star route management 
during the past four years, and which will at 
the same time confirm the suspicion that cer- 
tain prominent officers had not only guilty 
knowledge of the methods practiced, but 
were beneficiaries of the corruption fund 
freely used to further them. It has 
been ascertained that of the $5,900,000 
regularly appropriated for 9,225 star routes for 
the last fiscal year, nearly $3,000,000 was 
awarded for service on 93 routes controlled by 
favored contractors, leaving less than $3,000,- 
000 for the remaining 9,182 routes. It is be- 
lieved that at least $2,000,000 was distributed 
among the star route group during the last 
fiscal year, the Government, of course, re- 
ceiving noservice whatever for the amount ab- 
stracted. 

Mr. Grier, of Pennsylvania, was also nomi- 
nated to-day to succeed Third Assistant Post- 
master Gen. Hazen, who is to be promoted to 
succeed Judge Freeman as Assistant Attorney- 
General for the Post Office Department. r. 
Grier was a delegate to the Chicago Conven- 
tion, and is the gentleman who sprang into 
notoriety by voting steadily on every roll-call 
for the nomination of Gen. Garfield. The 
nomination to-day of Mr. Grier is under- 
stood to be the President’s own act, and Gen. 
Hazen was promoted in order to make a place 
for him. The nomination of Mr. Elmer is 
believed to have been made on the recom- 
mendation of Senator Platt. Mr. Elmer is 
President of the National Bank at Tioga, N. 
Y. He is a graduate of Hamilton College, 
about 42 years of age, is a business man, 
and has never held office, but was a promi- 
nent candidate before the Republican Con- 
vention two years ago for nomination as State 


Treasurer.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WasHINGTON, April 20, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $103,000, 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $335,455 36, and from Customs, $689,- 
173 14. 

Copies of briefs, which contain the views of 
the woolen manufacturers from New-York, 


Boston, and other ports, recently heard by 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury French, 
relative to the duty imposed on their goods, 
have been forwarded by Judge French to the 
Collectors of Customs in the principal Eastern 
cities, with the reqyest that they examine into 
the matter and advise the department as to 
their views on the subject. No decision will 
be rendered until these officers have complied 
with the request. 


The preliminary work of the commission re- 
cently appointed by the Postmaster-General to 


inguire into the efficiency of tke Post Office 
Department has been begun by the issuance of 
a circular addressed to the heads of the several 
divisions in the office. This circular sets forth 
the details required for the information of the 
Commissioners and asks for such recommenda- 
tions as suggest themselves to the respective 
chiefs. Aside, however, from the information 
thus obtained, it is the intention of the com- 
mission to make a personal investigation of 
every division of the office. 


The Controller of the Currency, upon an ex- 
amination of the securities held by the na- 


tional banks, finds that 475 banks in 30 States 
and Territories hold 6s of 1881 to secure circu- 
lating notes, amounting in the aggregate to 
$45,275,850. Bonds for continuing the out- 
standing 6s of 1881 at 31¢ per cent. have been 
delivered at the Treasury Department from 
the Bureau of Engraving and Printing. They 
are similar to the original 6 per cent. bonds, 
except that they have the indorsement of the 
conditions, heretofore published, printed on 
the back. A number of the new bonds. were 
issued this afternoon to thdse who have ex- 
pressed a desire to extend their 6 per cents. 


The usual monotony at the White House was 
enlivened to-day by the presence of four dele- 


gations from Baltimore—aggregating 60 per- 
sons—who urged the claims of their respective 
candidates for the Postmastership of Balti- 
more. The four candidates proposed were 
Messrs. Askew, Thompson, Henderson, and 
Adreon. The President gave an audience to 
each of the delegations, and patiently listened 
to their arguments. To eachof themin turn 
he proposed the names of the other three can- 
didates with an inquiry as to their fit- 
ness and respectability, and in each case 
was met with the ya od remark: 
“For God’s sake, Mr. esident, don’t 
. anvoint him,” which elicited the comment that 


they seemed to have a divided house. The 
President assured them that in making an ap- 
pointment he should not seek to meet the 
wishes of any one faction, but should endeavor 
to fill the office with a person acceptable to the 
great business interests of the city, and if such 
& person was not proposed with a greater de- 
gree of unanimity than yet shown he might 

0 outside the city or appoint a Democrat. 

ater in the day Gen. Tyler, the present in- 
cumbent, called with two or three friends, and 
and had en interview with the President.

GOVERNOR AND A&8SEMBLY AT ODDS-—SOME 
IMPORTANT MEASURES UNACTED UPON, 

HARRISBURG, April 20.—Gov. Hoyt having 
recommended the recall and amendment of the 
bill empowering Courts of Common Pleas to issue 
writs of mandamus against State officers, the Sen- 
ate took the initiatory steps toward such action. 
A resolution was adopted recalling the bill from 
the Governor. It was proposed to change it so as 
to limit its application to Dauphin County, so that 
the State officers would be subject to write issued 
only from the courts of this county. In its pres- 
ent shape the bill would place the State officers 


and the books, documents, and clerical force 
of the departments at the mercy of the courts 
of the different counties, which would compel 
them to attend when and where summoned, to the 
delay and detriment of the public business. This 
defect, with one or two others of less importance, 
it was intended to remedy upon the recall of the 
bill, but this design was frustrated HA the refusal 
of the House to concur in the resolution of recall. 
There is no doubt the Governor will veto the bill 
and it is almost equally sure that the House will 
pass it over the veto, but what action the Senate 
will take in that contingency is not so clear. It is 
said the veto Message'will go in to-morrow. 

There are several important bills yet undisposed 
of. Among them are the General Revenue, the 
Apportionment, and the Freight Anti-Discrimina- 
tion Dills, not to mention the two Recorders’ bills 
and the Delinquent Tax Receiver bill, the three 
latter applying only to Philadelphia. An effort 
was ‘mae in the House this afternoon to fix a time 
for a session to consider the Delinquent Tax bill. 
After a long discussion and a number of votes 
the effort failed. Another attempt will 
be made before the end of the week 
to fix a time for the consideration of 
the bill. The two Recorders’ bills—the one 
diminishing the powers of the Recorder, and the 
other delegating a portion of his duties to the City 
Treasurer of Philadelphia—are still in the Senate, 
where, it is feared, they will be so amended as to 
destroy their usefulness. According to careful 
calculations made,‘by the friends of Bill No. 275, 
which places upon the City Treasurer many of the 
duties now performed by the Recorder, the bill 
in its present shape would result in not less 
than $60,000 per year in _ fees, costs, &c., 
being covered into the city Treasury, and 
a like sum from the same source would go into the 
State Treasury. The House Committee of Ways 
and Means has agreed to report a resolution fixing 
May 26 as the date of final adjournment. The

STEARNS K. ABBOTT REPRIEVED. 
—_—_-_--—~+>—_--——- 
GIVEN TIME TO SHOW FURTHER EVIDENCE 
OF HIS INNOCENCE. 

Boston, April 20.—Stearns Kendall Abbott, 
who was to haye been hanged on Friday, for the 
murder of Mrs. Crue, in Groton, was reprieved to- 
day by the Governor and Council, after a long 
secret session, to June 23, in order that his counsel 
may have an opportunity to introduce new 
evidence. This is the case in which Wendell 
Phillips has taken so prominent 2 part of late, and, 
after the refusal of the Executive Council to com- 
mute the sentence, came out in a sharp letter on 
the latter’s course. The reprieve of Abbott, it is 
stated, does not imply any growing belief that the 


Governor and Council are any more convinced of 
his innocence than hitherto, but simply that they 
wish to give him every reasonable opportunity 
to prove his assertedinnocence. He has been ex- 
pecting that the sentence would not be executed, 
and it was argued that it was only justice to give 
the condemned man further time. Further efforts 
will be made by Abbott’s counsel to discredit the 
character of the witnesses against him. While the 
Council was in session it was stated outside that the 
additional evidence, on which a reprieve was asked 
for, was based upon a statement that Jennie Carr, 
one of the principal witnesses against the prisoner, 
once had an illegitimate child in the Charlestown 
district, and that she accused Crue of being its 
father. This, it was claimed, tended to show un- 
due intimacy between the parties, which might 
have tended to prejudice her testimony. The At- 
torney-General was reported to have given his 
opinion that a reprieve should be granted. 

The case is an aggravated one. The woman was 
found dead in her home, a farm-house, with the 
marks onher body of asevere struggle. The chain 
of circumstantial evidence connecting Abbott with 
the deed is very strong, and the case was fully 
heard. Few doubt Abbott’s guilt, but there is a 
strong difference of opinion as to whether it was 
a premeditated murder, which alone would make a 
capital offense. Abbott had been a printer, and 
was tramping. The deed was done while the 
woman was alone in the house.

A POLITICAL RIOT iN TROY.

TWO MEN KILLED AND OTHERS DANGER- 
OUSLY WOUNDED. 

Troy, N. Y., April 20.—The factional affray 
which occurred inthis city has resulted so farin 
two deaths, and others are expected. The trouble 
began at a charter election one year ago last 
March, and has continued, with occasional inter- 
missions, at various conventions and caucuses. 
The Reynolds faction had been successful in efforts 
to get patronage, and its success added jealousy 
to the hatred of the other side. The encounter 


last night was provoked by the anti-Reynolds fac- 
tion. Three men were shot, two of whom 
have died, and the death of a third 
is expected. One man’s’ skull was frac- 
tured and three men were bv, Sone bruised. 
James Quinn, leader of the anti-Reynolds crowd, 
and Andrew Maher, on the same side, who began 
the battle last night, are both dead. Quinn died at 
noon and Maher at6o’clook this evening. They 
were shot, it isybelieved, by James;Reynolds, who is 
a citv policeman, and who was walking with his 
brother Joseph when the attack was made by 
Maher, Quinn, and others of their enemies. John 
Reynolds, brother of others of that name, was also 
shot, and is to-night in- a very critical condition. 
His brother Joseph has a fractured skull, and the 
result ‘of nis injuries cannot be predicted.

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THE WORLD'S FAIR PROJECT 


PROBABILITIES IN FAVOR OF ITS 
ABANDONMENT. 

THE RAILROAD COMPANIES STILL KEEPING 
BACK—CONDITION OF THE ENTERPRISE 
TO-DAY—PLAIN TALK BY MR. FREDER- 
ICK L. TALCOTT. 

There was no meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the United States International 
Exhibition yesterday,and the rooms of the com- 
mission were deserted by everybody but Col. 
Asch, who gazed pensively at the plans of 
various World’s Fairs which decorate the 
walls. The regular meeting was postponed 
until next Wednesday in order to give the 
railroad and transportation companies further 
time to add to their subscriptions, and thus 
place the financial affairs of the commission on 
a sound basis. Whether the companies will 
meet the expectations of the more sanguine of 
the Commissioners is still a question, but if 
they do not, the probability is that the scheme 
of holding a World’s Fair in this City in 1883 
will be abandoned. The time to prepare for 
an exhibition on so grand a scale as that pro- 
posed would be short evenif the money was 
all subscribed now and the commission was 
ready to break ground at once. Still, the 
work might be accomplished if the funds were 
secured, but much further delay in get- 
ting the necessary funds must inevita- 
bly result in the postponement, if not 
in the utter abandonment, of the enterprise. 
The gentiemen having the matter in charge 
have worked hard and earnestly to secure the 
requisite subscriptions, and if they have failed 
the fault is not theirs. At the meeting on 
Wednesday next some definite action will be 
taken by the{Executive Committee, and the 
enterprise will either be fairly launched or its 
prosecution at this time will be stopped. 
Among the members of the committee a wide 
difference of opinion exists as to the practica- 
bility of pushing the scheme at the present 
time. Some are still sanguine of success, be- 
lieving that at the last moment the transporta- 
tion companies will come to the rescue, while 
others have no hesitation in expressing their 
doubts of the possibility of securing enough 
money to hold a Fair in 1883. Others still are 
indignant at the lukewarmness shown by 
those whose interests would by most greatly 
benefited by the Fair, and are determined to 
make no further effort to secure subscriptions 
until these people come to the front and 
Go their share. Of this latter class is 
Mr. Frederick L. Talcott, a gentleman who 
has been one of the most enthusiastic of the 
workers, both in and out of the Executive 
Committee. By his exertions he has secured 
over $65,000 of the $1,000,000 subscribed to the 
stock, and until very recently he has had an 
unshaken faith in the ultimate success of the 
Fair. The lack of interest shown by the rail- 
road and transportation companies, however, 
has aroused the indignation of even Mr. Tal- 
cott, and since the meeting of April6 he has 
taken no part in the sessions of the committee. 
On Tuesday he sent a letter to Col. H. G. 
Stebbins, Acting President of the commission, 
stating that until the transportation compa- 
nies subscribed from $1,000,000 to $1,500,000 
he must decline to:make any further efforts to 
secure subscriptions among his friends. In 
conversation with a Tims reporter yesterday 
Mr. Talcott said: 

‘*T am surprised and shocked, as a business 
man, at the indifference with which the work 
of our commission has been received by the 
citizens cf New-York. The prosperity which 
the country has enjoyed during th3 past two 
years resulted from the general liquidation for 
six years after the panic of 1873 and the rigid 
economy practiced durins that period. The 
Nation recuperated its financial strength by 
husbanding its resources. The admirable 
financial policy of Secretary Sherman eventu- 
ated in the resumption of specie payments at 
the time fixed, and the failure of foreign har- 
vests poured the wealth of Europe, in vast 
shipments of gold, into the coffers of the 
Nation, thus firmly fixing the fact of 
resumption. Resumption of specie pay- 
ment and the vast capabilities of the 
country, as shown in our shipments of grain 
to feed the world, attracted the attention of 
the world, and gave us the unlimited credit 
which we now enjoy. Iam amazed that this 
prosperity should be used as one of the argu- 
ments against the holding of a World’s Fair, 
but it is so used by our opponents. We have 
as much business as we can attend to, they 
say, and we don’t need a World’s Fair to in- 
crease it. Has it never occurred to those 
among us who are now so busy that the time 
may not be far distant when they will need 
something to inspire their business? The 
harvests abroad are promising now while 
ours are not. Check the foreign de- 
mand for grain and you _ check the 
business of the railroads, reducing their re- 
ceipts. Reduce the price vf grain, and the 
West will feel the shock in every branch of its 
industry. Is it not important, then, to pro- 
vide against such a contingency! This the 
World’s Fair would do by opening up new 
markets all over the world for our surplus 

roducts and manufactures, and thus giving 
ull employment to labor. It seems to me that 
our merchants, and especially our railroad 
corporations, are very short-sighted in hold- 
ing off from this great enterprise because busi- 
ness is good now. What we want to do is to 

-insure good business for the future, and there 

is nothing that wouid do that so effectively as 

the Fair which we proposed.”’ 

‘In using the word ‘proposed,’ do you mean 
to intimate that the Fair will be abandoned ?’ 
asked the reporter. 

‘* The situation is just this: Our citizens, be- 
lieving the Fair to be a good investment, have 
subscribed $1,000,000 to the stock. The rail- 
roads and transportation companies, which 
have an enormous and certain profit in the 
enterprise, are asked to subscribe from $1,000,- 
000 to $1,500,000 before we appeal to the trades 
and industries. And here I want to saya 
word about the hotels, the proprietors of some 
of which object to the Inwood site. A lead- 
ing hotel-keeper said to me the other day: ‘If 
the Fair is held near Central Park, we shall 
encounter great ss as new hotels will 
spring up in all the surrounding boulevards, 
which, after the close of the Fair, can be con- 
verted into flats and tenement-houses. At In- 
wood we shall not have this competition to 
contend with, as all the available ground 
wiil be used for the Fair, the surround- 
ing heights being occupied by the resi- 
dences of wealthy citizens.’ That gentleman 
has a correct idea of the interests of the 
hotels. The difficulty with us now is to se- 
cure the proper co-operation of the transporta- 
tion companies. We appointed the 15th of this 
month as the day for deciding whether to hold 
the Fair or not, conditional upon the subscrip- 
tions of these companies. Had they subscribed 
trom $1,000,000 to $1,500,000 by that time, I 
have no doubt that we could have obtained an- 
other million from the trades and industries, 
and an additional million from our citizens. 
Now, we are not disposed to call on the latter, 
and we will not call on them unless the com- 
panies referred to come to the front very soon 
with their subscriptions. That is the condition 
of the World’s Fair enterprise to-day.”’ 

“Do you think that the companies will sub- 
ran the required amount by next Wednes- 

ay 

**Tam far from sanguine about the corpo- 
rations. I think they are too selfish to sub- 
scribe, and if they are, we must lay on our 
oars for the present. Mr. Cole, who is a hard 
worker, and has proved invaluable to the com- 
mission, is still confident of success, but I am 
not so hopeful after what I have gone through. 
At all events, next Wednesday will tell the 
whole story. If the companies subscribe, I 
think we can go on; if they do not, I am 
afraid we shall have no Fair in 1888. Wehold 
the lease of the rooms at No. 217 Broadway 
only to the Ist of May. We have made no ap- 
plication for a renewal, and whether we shaii 
or not will depend on what is done at the neat 
meeting. There is one thing more that I wish 
tosay. Animpression has been given to the 
public by those —_ to the present commis- 
sion that the stockholders are not fairly repre- 
sested. This is nottrue. The present Finance 
Committee is merely a provisional committee, 
elected in conformity with and obedience to 
the law. When the subscription books are 
closed, the stockholders will have the right to 
select a new committee, which will re- 
elected every year. I believe this false im- 
shee which has been studiously circulated 

y our enemies, has done much to interfere 
with us in securing subscriptions.”’ 

Col. H.G, Stebbins, Chairman of the Executive 
Comunittee and Acting President of the commis-

sion, was not inclined to say much in re to 
the present condition of the project. He is in- 
5 rages at the manner in which New-York 
“has turned up her nose’ at the offer of a 
World’s Fair made to her by the national 
Government, and he believes that if she rejects 
the honor she will throw away the greatest 
ongeeey to benefit herself ever presented 
to her. The commission, he said, has worked 
hard and faithfully, without encouragement 
trom the State or the City, without even the 
offer of a piece of ground upon which to hold 
the Fair. The acceptance of the Presidency 
by Gen. Grant, only to resign it, was but one 
of the many difficulties against which they had 
to struggle. Col. Stebbins said that it was 
impossible to predict what would bo the action 
of the Executive Committee on Wednesday, but 
he could not beliove that this great City would 
deliberately reject the offer of a World’s 
Fair made to her by the whole Nation. ‘I 
allow myself to believe,” he said, ‘‘ that this 
great enterprise will be conserved, supported, 
and ultimately made successful, but I ean’t 
say until the meeting next Wednesday.” Al- 
gernon §. Sullivan, another of the Commis- 
sioners, when appealed to for information, 
said to the reporter: ‘‘We are preparing to 
surrender the thing with decency and dignity.”

GENERAL KAILWAY NOTES. 


READING’S DEFERRED INCOME BONDS — 
OTHER RAILROAD MATTERS. 

PHILADELPHIA, April 20.—The hearing of 
argument on the legality of the issue of deferred 
income bonds by the Philadelphia and Reading 
Railroad Company took place this afternoon, inthe 
United States Circuit Court, before Judges McKen- 
nan and Butler. Counsul for the company sub- 
mitted an amended form of bond, omitting the 
irredeemable feature of the original bond, and 
providing that the bonds should be redeomed at 
par, at the option of the company, after 1921, ana 
that the bonds are entitled to interest up to 6 per 
cent.out of the net profits of the company,applicable 
to dividend on the common stock of the company, 


and only after a dividend of 6 per cent. in each 
year shall have been paid on the common shares of 
the company. Counsel forthe company asked for 
a postponement of the decision, and in the mean- 
time an endeavor would be made to have the 
amended form of the bond accepted by the sub- 
scribers. The postponement was opposed by coun- 
sel for plaintiffs on the ground that if the scheme 
is illegal and shouid be so decided by the 
court, new complications would arise 
by submission of the amended form of the 
bond. A new Board of Directors had been de- 
clared elected, and if the scheme was legal that 
board would deal with it fairly and in a business- 
like manner. After further discussion, it was 
agreed that Mr. Gowen should continue his argu- 
ment upon the validity of the irredeemable feature 
of the old bond. which he did, and court adjourned 
with the understanding that to-morrow a decision 
would be rendered bg the legality of the bonded 
scheme in its original shape.

CrncinnatTI, April 20.—The Vice-President, Gen- 
eral Superintendent, and other officers of the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad were to-day sum- 
moned to New-York, where an important confer- 
ence of the managers of the system is soon to be 
held. It is considered certain here that one 
of the results of the conference will be the 
abandonment of the _ 45-foot, or Southern, 
gauge and the adoption of the 4foot 
84-inch, or Northern. gauge. This action, though 
iu has been considered a certainty of the future, 
has been precipitated by the recent protracted 
freight tlockade, which entails a heavy loss of 
revenue, which could have been saved by the 
Northern gauge, in which case the company would 
have been able ‘to borrow all the cars 
it desired from the North. When the 
Louisville and Nashville abandons the 5-foot 
gauge, the Cincinnati Southern will follow at once, 
and it is believed that roads further south cannot 
postpone the same change any great length of 
time. The death-knell of the 5-foot gauge is 
evidently ringing. The change will be easy for the 
Cincinnati Southern, for the reason that all 
its rolling stock has been built with such 
a@ contingency in view and can be 
easily adapted tothe narrower gauge. The heaviest 
Mogul engine can be changed to the standard 
gauge at acost of less than $300. For the roads 
further south, where such change has not been 
contemplated and whose resources are limited, the 
change will be a much more serious matter.

THE RAILROAD BILL PASSED 


UNAVAILING ATTEMPTS ATDELAY 
IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

THE COMMISSION BILL ADOPTED BY A VOTE 
or 74 TO 33—MR. HUNTER’S AMEND- 
MENTS VOTED DOWN—THE OPPOSITION 
CHIEFLY FROM THE DEMOCRATS. 

Axupany, April 20.—The Railroad Com- 
mission bill was passed in the Assembly to- 
day after a discussion provoked by an at- 
tempt of the enemies of the proposition to de- 
feat it by amendment, as they did when it 
came up in general orders. The first attempt 
was that of Mr. Catlin, of Westchester, the 
main purpose—delay—being concealed under 
a motion for a non-partisan commission, to be 
chosen by the Legislature on the minority rep- 
resentation plan. 

When the bill was called to-day, Mr. 
Hunter, from Cayuga, moved to recommit 
the bill to the Railroad Committe in 
order to have it so amended that the salary of 
the Chief Commissioner to be appointed should 
be $5,000 instead of $8,000 a year, while that 
of two associates should be $4,000. He also 
desired to relieve the railroads from the ex- 
pense of $4,000 to be used in paying the Com- 
missioners and their clerks, and to make ita 
tax on the State. The salary he regarded as 
too high, and he believed that if the gentle- 
man from Onondaga (Mr. Duguid) had been 
giving away the money of the State when he 
fixed the salaries he would not have mado 
them so high. The salaries were out 
of proportion to those of all other 
State officers, and he for one could 
not see how the duties of the 
Railroad Commissioners were to be so onerous 
as many others professed to believe. To make 


the railroads pay for the commission he re- 

garded as unjust. They had not demanded 

the commission, and should not be asked to 
pay forit. Hedid not believe the people of 
the State wanted this commission. 

Mr. Duguid, who has the bill in charge, re- 
plied that he did not think the railroads would 
thank the Cayuga gentleman for proposing to 
reduce the salaries of the Commissioners. If 
the railroad men had made any request about 
the commission it was this: “If we 
are to have a commission, we desira 
to have the salaries increased instead of 
lessened.” The salaries of the men in 
change of the ruilroads are large and liberal, 
and the State ought to be able to command the 
best talent and responsibility. As for putting 
the expense on the State he only pointed out 
the fact that the law now requires the State 
Engineer to make examinations, and to re- 
quire the companies to pay their share of the 
whole expense. In 1879 they had paid $2i,- 
223 81 to the State, and in 1878 the amount 
was $24,353. The share of this burden to each 
corporation would be very light, as shown by 
an examination of the returns. 

Mr. Low, one of the original Hepburn com- 
mittee, spoke against the amendments pro- 
posed by Mr. Hunter, while Mr. Brooks 
favored them, repeating Mr. Hunter’s argu- 
ment thatas the commission was demanded 
by the people, and the railroads did not ask 
for it, the people should pay forit. It was, in 
Mr. Brooks’s opinion, neither equitable nor 
just. Mr. Skinner defended the original bili, 
and said he was sure the railroads would 
want the reports of the Commissioners just as 
the reports of the Bank Department and In- 
surance Department were in demand by those 
corporations. He did not think the salary of 
$8,000 too high, and he did not believe that it 
would be impossible to find four men to hold 
the places honestly. Such an idea was 
bas on the belief that there was 
not a spot in the body politic frea 
from corruption, and he was not prepared to 
believe that. He was willing to try the ex- 
— of a Railroad Commission, as it had 

een found of great public benefit in the State 

of Massachusetts. Mr. Crapser, who found a 

chance to speak, said his opinion was that the 

commission was a humbug, but that he should 
vote for it because the people demanded it. 

There was a strong disposition to legislate 

against the corporations and industries of the 

State, and he believed in giving the public a 

taste of such legislation to see how they 

liked it. 

The previous question having been ordered, 
a@ vote was taken on Mr. Hunter’s amend- 
ments, and they were lest. On the call of the 
roll upon the passage of the bill, the opposition 
came principally from the Democrats. The 
following is the vote, [Republicans in roman, 
Democrats in italic :] a

A TEMPEST IN THE SENATE. 

MR. STRAHAN AND MR. M’CARTHY DISPUT 
ING—THE ASSEMBLY STREET-CLEANING 
BILL NON-CONCURRED IN. 

AuBany, April 20.—The Sag Harbor Car: 
penter’s Street-cleaning bill, which passed the 
Assembly yesterday, found its way up to tha 
Senate this morning, where it created quite a 
little tempest in a tea-pot. The bill having been 
announced as a mess2ge from the Assembly, 
Senator McCarthy rose and moved that the 
Senate non-concur and ask for the appoint: 
ment of a conference committee. Mr. Strahan 
immediately took the floor on a question ol 
privilege. He was evidently laboring under 
great excitement, the cause of which no on¢ 
was able to comprehend until he had talked 
himself red in the face and had gradually 
raised his voice to so high a pitch that it was 
really painfui to listen to him. : 

By degrees the audience came to understand 
that all this excitement and indignation on 
the part of the Senator from the Eighth was 


caused by Senator McCarthy having made the 
motion to non-concur, instead of waiting ior 
Mr. Strahan to do it. He began by telling the 
Senate how he first introduced the Street- 
cleaning bill; that it was committed to hi 
charge by the committee of New-York citizens 
who drafted it, and that they looked to him tc 
protect and defendit. Under every rule o! 
courtesy, therefore, as well as under par 
liamentary rules, he claimed that he was en- 
titled to make the motion to disagree with the 
Assembiy amendment or substitute for the 
Senate bill. He should ask the Senate to aliow 
him to make that motion, and preliminary tc 
this at gr he moved that the subject lie on 
the table for one hour, at the end of which 
time he proposed, if permitted, to move to dis- 
agree with the Assembly bill and call fora 
conference committee. There must, he contin- 
ued, have been a reason for the action of the 
Senator from the Twenty-fifth (McCarthy) in 
making bis motion; such a thing never had oc- 
eurred before, at least not within his knowl- 
edge, anc he proposed before he got through ta 
make that reason known. He did not proposeto 
besnubbed. This subject of street-cleaning had 
been disgraced by political interference: this 
same interference manifested itself here to-day, 
and this was the reason of the action of the 
Senator from the Twenty-fifth. Less than li 
minutes ago he informed the presiding 
Officer of the Senate of his intention 
to make the motion made by the Senato: 
from the Twenty-fifth. The question befor 
the Senate was whether, by an arrangement 
with the presiding officer, this bill was to be 
taken out of the hands of the repesentative 
of the citizens ot New-York to whom it was 
intrusted, and turned over to other hands fort 
poles eee Ree ee Pte 
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political factions, partisan intrigues, and 

‘ pending nominations,” he would stand by 
him in maintaining his rights. 

The above 1s the substance of Mr. Strahan’s 
excited and disjointed speech, and it was not 
entirely clear to his audience when he had con- 
cluded what the great grievance was that he 
complained of. Those versedin parliamentary 

raetice, however, found an explanation in 

he fact that Mr. Strahan was extremely 
anxious to be the Chairman of the Senate 
Committee of Conference and that he was 
in danger of losing this position on ac- 
count of the practice of appointing as Chair- 
man the man who has charge of the bill and 
makes the motion to disagree. 

Mr. McCarthy, in reply to the tirnde of Mr. 
Strahan, said he was astonished at the lan- 
guage, the argument, and the manner of the 
Senator from the Eighth. There was no occa- 
sion whatever for this display of indignation, 
bluster, and pounding of the desk, as would be 
seen by a brief review of the history of the 
Street-cleaning bill. He then proceeded to de- 
tail the history of the bill from the time of its 
introduction by Mr. Strahan—how it was re- 
ferred to the special committee of which he 
(Mr. McCarthy) was Chairman, how that 
same committee, through its Chairman, had 
long previously reported a bill embodying the 
leading provisions of the Citizens’ bill, how 
the Citizens’ bill had undergone amendments 
in the committee, how it was finally report- 
ed by him, (Mr. McCarthy,) &c. He said that 
the chief difficulty which the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee had to contend with when the bill was 
before the special committee of the Senate was 
the political action and intrigue of the Senator 
from the Eighth. In conclusion, he claimed 
that the bili had ceased to be in the charge of 
the Senator from the Eighth, and that, accord- 
ing to all parliamentary usage, it belonged to 
the Chairman of the special committee to take 
charge of it and to make the motion to non- 
concur. As to the charge of ulterior motions 
on his part in making the motion, he pro- 
nounced it false, 

Mr. Straban denied that he asked for any 
change of the bill in committee; a change was 
made for the benefit of the horse railroads, 
but it was not his work. He pledged himself 
that if he was permitted to retain charge of the 
bill, no change would be made in it by the 
conference committee, and certainly he would 
not permit any change that would turn the 
street-cleaning of New-York over to the hands 
of any man from Syracuse. [This was under- 
stood to be a shot at ‘* Jim” Belden.) 

Mr. Woodin tried to pour oil on the trou- 
bled waters. He regretted that the two Sen- 
ators, who were competing for theehonor of 
making the motion to non-concur, had not met 
before the Senate got in session and come to 
some mutual arrangement, and saved all this 
wrangling. He was glad to find the Senator 

from the Eighth pledged to stand by the Sen- 
ate bill, and he thought the Senator from the 
Twenty-fifth should also assure the Senate of 
his intention to stand by it. For his part, he 
should vote to discharge any committee of 
conference that would not commit itself to the 
Senate bill first, last, and all the time. When 
the Speaker of the Assembly confessed that he 
had gone out of his legitimate sphere to influ- 
ence the make-up of the Senate committee 
of conference, he thought it was time the 
— stood on its dignity and asserted its 
rights. 

Mr. McCarthy repeated that the bill was not 
Mr. Strahan’s, but was taken away from him 
and sent to the special committee, and where, 
he asked, was the necessity for all this grand- 
iloguent demonstration on the part of the Sen- 
ator from the Eighth? He as well as the Sen- 
ator from the Eighth was in favor of sticking 
to the Senate bill. 

Mr. Forster called attention to the record of 
the Street-cleaning bill as it appears in the 
Senate Journal, and showed that, after its first 
introduction by Mr. Strahan, og J motion in 
refcrence to it had been made by Mr. Ne- 
Carthy. 

Mr. Pitts said that there was an account in 
Scripture of two women claiming to be the 
mother of the same child. butin all his expe- 
rience he had never known such fierce conten- 
tion ina legislative body for the paternity of a 
bantling. He agreed with Mr. Forster that 
the person to make the motion was the Chair- 
man of the committee which had had the Dill 
incharge; this was his parliamentary expe- 
rience, which had been large. 

Mr. McCarthy closed the wrangle by inti- 
mating that he cared nothing about being 
made Chairman of the conference committee, 
and hoped the President would make up the 
committee without any reference to parlia- 
mentary usage, so far as he was concerned. 

_ The yeas and nays were then called on Mr. 
Straban’s motion to lay the subject aside for 
an hour, and it was beaten by 19 to 10. Mr. 


McCarthy’s motion to non-coneur in the As- 
sembly bill was then adopted, mem. con. 
Judge Robertson says he will name the com- 
mittee of conference to-morrow, after the ex- 
rtitement and ill-feeling growing out of this 
wrangle shall have subsided. 

The New-York Charter bill came up for a 
third reading, when Mr. Forster moved its 
reference back to the special committee, as 


some persons had written to him that they 
wished to be heard on certain provisions relat- 
ing to the Board of Education. Mr. Strahan 
opposed the reference and said that ample op- 
portunity had been offered to everybody to be 
heard on the bill, which had been pending 
since the beginning of the session and had been 
printed half a dozen times in the newspapers, 
Besides, they would have a chance to_be heard 
after the bill went to the Assembly. Mr. Fors- 
ter’s motion was lost and the third reading of 
the bill®was made a special order for to-morrow 
morning. 

The bill establishing a House of Refuge for 
women between 15 and 30 years of age was 
passed by a vote of 24to 1. The State Chari- 
ties Aid Association bill was lost on its third 
reading for want of the constitutional vote, 
having received 15 votes to 13 against it. Mr. 
Baker moved to reconsider the vote, and that 
the motion lie on the table, which was carried, 
and the bill will have another chance. A 
large number of minor bills was passed. 


A PLEA FOR FISH-CULTURE. 
ARGUMENTS OF THE STATE COMMISSION IN 


ASKING FOR AN APPROPRIATION. 


Axusany, April 20.—A certain amount of 
anxiety is felt this year, not by fishculturists 
alone, but by those engaged in selling fish, as 
to whether an appropriation will be made for 
the use of the New-York State Fish Commis- 


sion. The reasons Gov, Cornell gaye in his 
Message last year for withholding the appro- 


priation it is to be hoped will not influence 
his action to-day. With such money as 
had been left over, by carefully husbanding 
their resources, it has been barely possible for 
the State Fish Commissioners to keep their es- 


tablishment at Caledonia in order, but it has 


been out of the question for them 
to undertake the propagation of fish. 
If, then, further appropriations are with- 
held, it is quite certain that the 
whole plant adapted to fish-culture, which has 


cost a great deal of money, and has been in- 


vented, it may be said, for this special pur- 
pose, will go to rack and ruin. It would be 
very rouch to be regretted if the great State of 
New-York were to be this year almost the 


single exception, when all the other States 
have provided funds for the use of Fish Com- 


missioners, ‘The Governor did notexpress any 
doubts as to the advantages to be derived 


from fish-culture, but is in error when 
he thinks the streams are already suf- 
ficiently stocked. It should be born in 
mind that exactly the same laws govern 
the fish in a stream as cattle on the land. 
If the one or the other are taken away faster 
than they can be produced, there must be 
scarcity. Just, then, as animals used for food 
must be revlaced if consumed, so must fish be 
reproduced. It should be remembered that the 
population of the State is constantly increas- 
ing, and that if the quantity of fish isa fixed 
factor, the number of those who must eat these 
fish is always augmenting. The.argument 
that if once a stream is made fruitful it will 
remain in this fortunate condition never does 
hold good. The Connecticut River, with its 
salmon, may be brought forward as an exam- 
ple of this. Two years ago, from the planting 
of young salmon four or five years before, the 
Connecticut River was found to contain a 
very large quantity of fine salmon, a fish 
which had been so totally absent from the 
river for the last 85 years that when tbe tisher- 
men first caught them, in 1879, they were quite 
ignorant as to what kind of fish was being 
taken in their nets, This yield of saimon was 
worth a great deal of money to the fishermen, 
and was asource of profit to the dealers in 
New-York City. During the year when they 
first made their appearance: the Connecticut 
River was carefully fished, and so thorough 
svas the catch that last year there were no 
salmon. Had, however, the river been stocked 
tnrough a series of years, the matured fish tit 
for food which had been harvested in 1879 
would have been followed by another crop in 
1880, and, barring accidents, it is quite certain 
that, year after year, there would be salmon 
caught in abundance in the Connecticut. _ 
The careful examination made by tho United 
Ptates Fish Commission of the ishing interests 


of the whole coun and especially of New- 
York, will son ie important fact, before 
quite unknown, that of late years the quantity 
of shad has very aegely increased in the North 
River, and has really approached to normal 
figures, or to the numbers caught 25 or 30 
yearsago. To-day the number of nets set is 
largely increased, and it is only wonderful 
how a single shad can escape being caught as 
it makes its way through the Narrows up the 
North River. It is not only New-York 
City which consumes shad in_ increas- 
ing quantity, but also the whole coun- 
try bordering on the North River. One 
can hardly appreciate the quantity of shad 
taken for food from the North River, as_only 
a portion of the catch is consumed in New- 
York. Itis absolutely certain that if it had 
not been for shad-culture, continued over a se- 
ries of years, the enormous demand for this 
excellent fish could never have been met. 
In 1880 New-York City {alone received 
1,344,000 shad, worth $600,000, of which the 
North River supplied, perhaps, one-third. 
How many more shad were taken and con- 
sumed in the neighborhood of the river, or 
sent into the country direct from the points of 
catch, the United States Fish Commission will 
inform us about later, but it is probable that 
the whole number was very much more 
than 3,000,000. If salmon, then, in one river 
may be shown to have only existed through 
the efforts of fish-culture, the presence of shad 
in large numbers in the North River, in quan- 
tity sufficient to meet a constantly increasing 
demand, is also entirely due to the Jabors of the 
New-York State Fish Commissioners. If Gov. 
Cornell is desirous of knowing what have been 
the results from money spant in former years 
by the State for fish-culture, what is presented 
in shad alone will reply to his inquiries. 

More stress is laid on shad, in replying tothe 
Governor, than in regard to trout. Trout- 
culture has, however, its use, and the streams 
in many portions of the State have been well 
stocked with these fish. As was explained at 
the recent meeting of the fishculturists, from 
having studied the methods of trout propaga- 
tion, we have been taught how to reproduce 
all kinds of fish, The work carried on at Cal- 
edonia has been of the most intelligent char- 
acter, and Mr. Seth Green has greatly ad- 
vanced practical fish-culture in the United 
States. But Caledonia is almost too far 
from New-York—the great centre of popu- 
lation, consumption, and distribution—for us to 
derive material benefit from it. If an appro- 
priation is to be made this year, it would be 
wise if a certain amount of the sum granted 
by the State should be used for fish-culture on 
Long Island. Long Island possesses certain 
natural advantages which no other portion of 
the State enjoys. The artificial propagation 
and rearing of trout has always been very 
successful here. Trout seem to_ find 
their natural food in the Long Island 
streams, and grow with wonderful ra- 
pidity. But it is not for trout alone 
that Long Island would serve as a nursery. 
Since the United States Fish Commission has 
found that Spanish mackerel can be repro- 
duced without any trouble, tha waters of the 
Sound could be made to abound with this ex- 
cellent fish. Last year Spanish mackerel were 
almost entirely wanting in the waters adjacent 
to New-York, their absence being attributed to 
the dumping of refuse in the Bay. In the 
Sound they were exceedingly scarce, the whole 
number of pounds of Spanish mackerel 
received last year in the wholesale markets of 
New-York being only 235,130, whereas it 
should have been four or five times as much. 
From having on one side a protected shore 
line, Long Is!and presents certain advantages 
for the construction and maintenance of ex- 
perimental hatcheries for Spanish mackerel, 
and there are the best reasons to suppose that 
just as cod can be reproduced, so can Spanish 
mackerel and striped bass be largely in- 
creased in numbers. From Long Island all 
the southern and south-eastern counties in the 
State could be supplied. With the appoint- 
ment of a fourth Commissioner, Mr. E. G. 
Blackford, it was distinctly understood that 
some efforts should be made toward fish-cul- 
ture near New-York City. For all these rea- 
sons, the principal ones being that money thus 
given by the State serves a useful purpose— 
that of giving food to the people—and because 
for every dollar expended the return is a 
thousand-fold, it is hoped that Gov. Cornell will 
not withhold his consent to an appropriation 
to be employed in such a legitimate way.

NOTES FROM THE STATE CAPITAL. 

ALBany, April “20.—Mr. Newman, of 
Kings, received to-day a pstition, signed by 
every wholesale fish-dealer in New-York, ask- 


ivg for the amendment of the Game law so as 


to permit the sale of blue-fish weighing one- 
quarter of a pound. Mr. Newman did not find 
opportunity to introduce the petition, but he 
says he will recommend the amendment asked 
for. He had only opposed it because he sup- 
posed the present regulation of three-quarters 
of a pound as one which suited the fish-deal- 


ers. The petition will probably be introduced 


to-morrow. 

In the Assembly to-day, a resolution, offered 
by Mr. Brooks, was adopted, that ‘‘ the Super- 
intendent of the Capitol inform the Assembly, 
at the earliest practicable moment, what portion 
of the estimated cost of completing the walls 
of the new Capitol, named by the architects and 
Superintendent at $853,213 50, and of roofing 
every part named at $263,000, can be finished 
within the present year, ending September, 
1881, and what portion within one year from 
the Ist of May, 1881. And also what part of 
the sum of money named by the Superin- 
tendent and architect at $1,060,546 can be ex- 
pended toward completing the building to the 
advantege of the State officers and the Legis- 
lature on or before the Ist day of January, 
1882; the object of the inquiry being to disclose 
the necessary appropriation by the present 
Legislature toward the completion of the Capi- 
tol at the earliest possible time, with a proper 
regard for the work required.” 

Speaker Sharpe, in a neat speech upon the 


floor of the Assembly, offered two concurrent 


resolutions, one authorizing Gov. Cornell to 


appoint a representative of the State to be 
present at the unveiling of the Cowpens mon- 
ument on May 11, and another sanctioning 
measures to secure a proper representation of 
the State at the Yorktown centennial celebra- 
tion in October. 

The Railroad Committee of the Assembly 


heard arguments this afternoon on the bills re- 
quiring the elevated railways to deaden the 


noise of their roads and to supply dripping- 

ans over all the crosswalks. No one appeared 

or the noise-deadening bill, and Mr. M. C. 
Murphy, on the assurance that efforts were be- 
ing made to prevent the dripping of water 
over the cross-walks, withdrew his request for 
the report 6f his bill. The bill to light the 
posts at crossings with gas lamps was objected 
to, it being urged that it would impose an un- 
necessary and enormous burden upen the com- 
panies.

WRECKED OR DAMAGED IN STORMS. 


Nearly all the vessels which arrived at this | 


port yesterday encountered very rough weather at 
sea. The ship Freeman Clark, from Singapore, 


had very severe gales off the Cape of Good Hope, 
and during the latter portion of her voyage has 
met with a succession of westerly storms. On the 


l1ith she ‘shipped a sea which stove in the 
quarter boat aud washed away the cabin 
skylight. Four days iater she was caught 
in a gale of hurricane force which tore 
her sails badly. Capt. Efford, of the British bark 
Ophetia, from Cuba, reports that on the 13th, in 
latitude 33° 28’ and longitude 68° 85’, he passed a 
two-masted schooner with her mainmast head 
gone and her sails blownaway. She was appar- 
ently water-logged and abandoned. ‘The ship 
Fidelio, from Bremen, was 63 days in crossing, ow- 
ing to severe gales. On March 2%, in a storm, Fred- 
erick Jameson, the second mate, was struck by a 
wave and washed overboard. Nothing could 
be done for him, and he was drowned. 
This storm continued for 17 days. The 
mizzenmast was sprung and other damage done. 
The schooner Florence L. Schepp, from Baracoa, 
reports that on the 18th, in latitude 35° 50’ and 
longitude 78°, # vessel, either abark or a ship dis- 
masted, was passed. There was a flag flying at 
her mizzenmast, but the schooner was unable to 
get near her owing to the unfavorable wind. As 
other vessels could be seen mnch nearer the wreck, 
the Schepp kept on her course. 
beam, from Pernambuco, has met with very severe 
weather since passing latitude 28° north. On the 
18th, in latitude 80° 20° and longitude 69°, she spoke 
the schooner Reindeer, which had been blown off 
the coast nearly a fortnight before. Her master 
asked the longitude, which was given him. On the 
14th, inthe Gulf Stream, the Sunbeam was caught 
in a heavy storm. The wind chopped all around 
the compass. causing & frightfal oom. which swept 
over the ¢~ “cs fore and aft, filling beth the cab

WASHED AWAY—THE MISSOURI AGAIN 
RISING. 

Cuicaco, April 20.—The Des Plaines River 
has been greatly swelled within a day ortwo by 
the sudden melting of snow andice and has been. 
pouringits broad stream into the canal and over- 
flowing its banks. As a result, the canal yesterday 
burst its barriers, making a break 50 feet wide, 
which is likely to become much larger, and the 
country along Archer and Blue Island avenues is 
under water insome places to the depth of two 
feet. The inconvenience is great and the appre- 
hension of future damage widespread, but the 
actual loss so far is confined to the flooding of 
basements and lower floors of houses and the float- 
ing off of light out-door property. The Union Iron 
and Steel Mill will be stopped by the water and a 
boom is being rigged upon the west forks to pro- 
tect it and the lumber-yards. At Riverside and 
Lyons, suburbs of this city, boats are used to get 
from the houses to the depots, and it is impossible 
to get about by ordinary methods. At Joliet 
the fiood his broken in the Barbed Wiro 
Fence Manufacturing Company's barrier, and 
compelled the erection of dykes and dams as a 
measure of precaution. The Des Plaines was never 
s0 high before as now. McCormick’s reaper factory 
is one of the points in Southtown where a suspen- 
sion of labor may be necessary if the flood con- 
tinues. Tho water in the south-western part of 
the city is still rising and is already above the 
high-water mark of 1847, the highest point ever 
reached. The only additional damage reported is 
the flooding of Griffin & Donnelley’s ice-house on 
the canal bank at Willow Springs. 

The river at the Ashland-avenue bridge rose two 
anda half inches during the day, and the flood 
spread much in the south-western part of the 
city. Little & Noble’s lumber-yard is under 
water, and barriers have been erected to 
prevent timber from floating away. The 


wharves on the south side are _ invisibie. 
The current in the river is from six to ten 
miles per hour, The flood extended this atter- 
noon from Lincoln-street to the river, a distance 
of over two miles, and from Thirty-third-street 
to the river, a distance of over one mile. Corn 
and hay are floating in the canal, brought down 
from inundated farms. The canal is widening its 
break, and the food isnow rushing in a torrent into 
the canal about three miles east of Summit. This 
will materially increase the dimensions of the 
flood in the city, if long continued. Other breaks 
are occurring in the canal, and if the 
rise continues they cannot be repaired. 
The damage to ice-nouses already amounts to $10,- 
000. The rise may not be without beneficent 
results in the city, as the swift  cur- 
rent will tend to sweep out the_ river. 
and cleanse it of the immense accumulation of 
garbage, decaying animal matter, and filth, thus 
eliminating one source of much sickness and 
disease. 

Telegrams from Elgin, Ill., state that by the over- 
flow of the Fox River buildings were swept down 
the stream like shingles. One large barn was 
broken up by striking the Truesdell iron bridge. 
The next jam of ice swept away the bridge and 
piers; but the wooden crossing at the watch fac- 
tory escaped. The Milwaukee and St. Paul bridge 
was carried off, severing communication to the 
westward. The railroad track isfour feet under 
water, and the trains cannot pags over inside of 10 
days. The bridges there and at Dundee are badly 
damaged. The aggregate damage yesterday after- 
noon in Elgin wiil amount to from $150,000 to 
$200,000. The chief items are the breaking of the 
Elgin Hydraulic Company’s dam and race-banks, 
$25,000; the destruction of the Chicago-street bridge, 
$30,000, and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
Railread bridge, $10,000. 

Dispatches from along the Rock River in Illinois 
and Wisconsin state that it is higher than ever be- 
fore, and is causing an immense amount of dam- 
age. At Sterling, lll, itis 12 feet above low-water 
mark and is still rising. For the p2st 24 hours the 
large manufacturing interests of Rock Falls, IL 
nearly opposite Sterling, have been threatened 
with complete destruction, and hundreds of men 
have been working continuously and vigorously 
to protect the bulkheads and raceway. If the 
water should rise another foot the loss would be 
enormous. The lower partof Sterling is already 
flooded. The fair grounds are submerged, and the 
distilleries with hundreds of head of cattle, are on 
anisland with the water crowding inon all sides. 
The Chicago and North-western Railroad track for 
five miles is covered with waterand much of the 
road is washed away. The track between Clinton 
and Dixon has been abandoned, and there is no 
communication with the outside world except by 
telegraph, The river between Sterling and Erie has 
overflowed and is covering the country for many 
miles. Thousands of persons line the river’s banks 
watching the flood, which at times runsin waves 
three or four feet high. At Fort Atkinson, 
Wis., all the lowlands near the river are 
flooded, and the ice comes down in huge cakes, 
crushing bridges, dams, and every obstacle in 
its path. The water is within afew inches of the 
top of the piers of the city bridge, and the ice has 
already moved the bridge over a foot on its founda- 


tion and broken two stringers. The Chicago and 
North-western Railroad bridge is much damaged, 
and hns been pronounced dangerous to travel. At 
Rockford, all the dwellings on Loomis, Montague, 
Wall, Morgan, and Knowlter streets are fiooded 
with water. Some —— have.been forced to fly, 
the water being a foot deep in their houses. The 
water is 22 inches higher than high-water mark of 
1877. The river is two miles wide at several places 
north and south, and many farmers have large 
fields of Winter wheat submerged to the depth of 
5 feet, while the meadows are equally flooded. It is 
estimated that property above in Kane County 
has been damaged to the extent of $800,000. At 
Beloit there has been some damage and great ap- 
prehension, but the worst seems to beover. Inthe 
aoewwet offices the hands work in water a foot 
een. 

Sr. Pavuu, Minn., April 20.—The snow is melting 
on the borders of the Red and Minnesota Rivers 
and the water is rising rapidly, though the 
ice has not yet gone out. In many places 
the bottoms are covered with water, the 
tracks are washed out, and trains are delayed, A 
Montevideo dispatch says the Minnesota bottoms 
are overiiowed, the mud is very deep, 
and the roads are almost impassable. All 
mail communication across the county is cut 
off. A railroad bridge has been washed 
away above Appleton, and ali trains are 


suspended here to-night, A Glyndon dis- 


patch says a freshet occurred at a point 
about four miles north from there, washing 
out portions of the track for a distance of two 
miles, thus blocking all trains. The first 
break occurred about 4  o’clock yester- 
day: since then no trains have passed 
over that portion of the road. The flats 
on either side of the track are covered with water. 
The ice in the Red River still remains firm, aithough 


the water is rising, having risen about five feet. A 
Winona dispatch says Superintendent Sanborn ar- 
rived there this morning from Marshall, having 
opened the Winona and St. Peter Road to that 
point. He describes the country as one vast lake of 
weer underthe influence of the recent mild 
ae Drackintides dispatch reports the branch line 
of the Manitoba Road from tbat place to 
Barnesville under water for about two 


miles, and it will be several days _be- 
fore trains can be run between these 
two points. The snow has all melted in the vicin- 
ity of Breckinbridge, and from there to Hermann 
there is a perfect sea of water. The Bois Dessioux 
and Ottertail Rivers, that form the Red River. are 
bank-full, and great danger is expected as soon 
as the ice starts to move own the Red 
River and gorge and flood everything. Should 
the water continue to rise about nine 
or 10 inches, at least twenty-five miles of the 
Breckinridge track will be entirely under water. 
A Bismarck dispatch say: the streams west of 
there are all full. There are probably forty 
pile bridges between Mandan and the Bad 
Lands washed away or damaged. The stages 
cannot ford the temporary creeks, and travel is 
accordingly bad.. It will be several weeks before 
the Missouri Division of the Northern Pacific will 
be in good shape for business. The railroad bridges 
between Bismarck and the Black Hills are washed 
away and several wagons have been lost. 

Omana, Neb., April 20.—The prospects now are 
that the present flood in the Missouri River will ex- 
ceed the last one, as it lacks littie over one foot of 
coming to the high water mark and is rapidly ris- 
ing. At Sioux City it is within one foot of the 
higrest water-mark, and continues rising. This 
flood is the regular April rise caused by the swollen 
tributaries) The Union Pacific shops, smelting- 
works, and Willow Springs Distillery are flooded, 
and have closed again until the water subsides, 
The lumber-yards are all afloat, and the railroad 
tracks on the levee are being washed out. 
Alt rolling stock has been removed to high 
ground, and no _ trains are being run over 
the Burlington and Missouri Road between Omaha 
and Lincoln. Several Iowa roads are having high- 
water troubles. The track of the Kansas City and 
Council Biuffts Road is submerged for miles between 
Council Bluffs and Pacific Junction and Bartlett, It 
is not thought that serious damage will be inflicted, 
but ft will be somewhat more serious than the 
present flood. Warm weather is melting the deep 
snow to the north of us very fast and all streams 
in this part of the country are booming.

EDUCATIONAL TOPIOS DISCUSSED, 


——— 
THREE MEMBERS OF THE FINANCE COM- 
MITTEE THREATEN TO RESIGN. 

There wasa full meeting of the Board of 
Eaucation yesterday, President Stephen A. Walker 
in the chair. The monthly report of City Superin- 
tendent Jasper was read, and it showed that 
there were on the register onthe 3ist ult. 127,684 
pupils, or 2,597 more than at the corresponding date 
last year. The average attendance during the 
month of March was 113,186. The number of 
pupils refused admission during the month 
was 612; of this number 112 were in the 


Twelfth and 6545 in the Nineteenth Ward. 
A oe ei of the Finance Committee adverse to the 
purchase of the premises No. 108 Bedford-street, in 
the Ninth Ward, adjoiing Grammar School No. 3, 
for the sum of $5,500, occasioned a long and ear- 
nest debate in regard to the powers of the com- 
mittee. The Committee on Sites recommended the 
purchase of the property some time ago, and its re- 
port on the matter was referred to the Finance 
Committee, as is usual insuch cases. The latter 
committee reported that the board had the finan- 
cial ability to appropriate the sum of money re- 
quired, but dissented from the recommendation of 
the Committee on Sites, on the ground that in- 
creased accommodation for the pupils of School 
No. 3 was not needed. Commissioner Wickham 
moved that alithat portion of the Finance Com- 
mittee’s report except that part stating the finan- 
cial ability of the board to buy the property, should 
be stricken out. His reason for this motion, 
he stated, was that the Finance Com- 
mittee, as a body, had no right to make 
a recommendation adverse to a recommenda- 
tion of the Committee on Sites orof any other 
standing committee of the board. Its sole duty 
was to decide as to the financial ability of the 
board to make appropriations. A long discussion 
followed, and at its close Mr. Wickham’s motion 
was adopted by avote of 11to4. Commissioner 
Wickham then stated that the Bedford-street prop- 
erty had been sold to private parties, and the mat- 
ter was referred back to the Committee on Sites. 

The annual apportionment of schoo! moneys for 
1881, amounting to the sum of $1,165,065 84, was 
made to the several public and corporate schools 
at the rate of $10 44 per pupil. The sumsapportioned 
to the various corporate schoois were as follows: 
The New-York “ot vay; Asylum school, $1,618 55; 
the Roman Catholic Orphan Asylum school, $10,- 
248 75; the schools of the Protestant Half-Orphan 
Asylum, $1,660 35; the school of the Leake and 
Watts Orphan House, $1,086; the. school of the As- 
sociation for the benefit of Colored Orphans, 
$2,662 76; the schools of tho American Femaie 
Guardian Society, $17,302 60; the School of 
the New-York Juvenile Asylum, 7,289 40; 
the House of Reception of the New-York Juvenile 
Asylum, $1,242 64; the school of the Five Points 
House of Industry, $3,821 84; the school of the 
Ladies’ Home Missionary Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, $3,800 96; the industrial schools 
of the Children’s Aid Society, $32,587 60; the school 
of the Society for the Reformation of Juvenile De- 
linquents, $8,896 67; the school maintained under 
the charge of the Nursery and Child’s Hospital, 
$1,629; the schools maintained by the New-York 
Society for the Relief of the Ruptured and 
Crippled, $1,689 48; the school of the He- 
brew Benevolent Society, $428 58; total, $95,817 18. 
The total amount apportioned to the various 
public schools was $1,069,248 71. 

When miscellaneous business became the order 
of the day, Commissioners William Dowd, J. D. 
Vermilye, and Eugene Kelly oftered their resigna- 
tions as members of the Finance Committee, stat- 
ing that after the undeserved reproof they had 
been given by the board, by the adoption 
of Commissioner Wickham’s motion, above 
referred to, they would serve no longer. A 
number of Commissiouers who had voted in 
favor of the motion arose and explained that in 
voting as they had done they did not intend to 
cast any reflection on the Finance Committee. It 
was simply their opinion that in this instance they 
had assumed more power than belonged to them. 
On motion of Commissioner Wood the request of 
the Commissioners to resign was laid on the table. 
Commissioner Dowd asked the President if the 
committee could not declineto serve. This ques- 
tion was left unanswered. Commissioner Dowd, 
after adjournment, said he would certainly de- 
cline to serve on the Finance Committee if it was 
ehorn of its present responsibility, and if its powers 
were not more clearly defined.

TO AID THE YORKTOWN CELEBRATION. 
Col. J. E. Peyton, of Haddonfield, N. J., 


who is making special exertions for the success, in 
October next, of the celebration of the capitulation 
of Yorktown, stated yesterday to a Times reporter 
that the arrangements were about completed for 
holding the public meeting in New-York on the 
evening of the 30thinst.

The special object 
of the meeting on the 30th inst. will be 
to arouse in New-York an interest in 
the Yorktown celebration. The meeting will 
be held in front of the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, in 
which willbe the head-quarters of the Commis- 
sioners till the celebration is over. A platform is 
to be erected in front of the hotel, and eminent 
speakers from the original 13 States will deliver ap- 
propriate addresses. Among the prominent gen- 
tlemen expected to be present, some of whom will 
speak, are the Hon. John Goode and Gov. Holli- 
day, of Virginia; Col. H. C. Corbin, of the Adju- 
tant-General’s Department: ex-Gov. Rice, of Mas- 
sachusetts; R. Stockett Matthews, of Maryland; 
Cesar A. Rodney, of Delaware; Gov. Hoyt, ex- 
Gov. Hartranft, George H. Boker, and Thomas 
Cochran, of Pennsylvania. The American and 
French national flags are to be raised over the 
Fifth-Avenue Hotel in token of the alliance. It is 
expected that addresses will be made by Mr. Cou- 
dert and Prof. Charlier as representatives of the 
colonial French. The German standard is also to 
be unfurled. Another feature of the meeting will 
be the presence and participation of the military 
and civic associations of the City. French and 
German singing societies will provide musio.

BROOKLYN'S RAPID TRANSIT PLANS.

From Sixth-avenue, at Flatbush-avenue, 
the line will branch out as follows: Up Atlantic- 
avenue to a point beyond Bedford-avenue a de-* 
pressed road js to be built in the interest of the 
Long Island and Atlantic-Avenue Ratlroad Com- 
paar From Atlantic-avenue, between Frank- 
in and Clason avenues, a depressed road 
(probably to run over the present’ tracks 
of the Brighton Beach Company) will 
run to Brighton Beaeh. From Atilantic-avenue, 
near Sixth-avenue, a road (probably elevated part 
of the way) will run to the Green-Wood depot of 
the Prospect Park and Coney Island Railroad, bet- 
ter known as Culver’s road. Another road will tap 
Atlantic-avenue at Schenck-street, through Schenck 
to Myrtle-avenue, and thence to the Eastern Dis- 
triet. This road is in the interest of Messrs. Flint, 
McLean, and others. The report of the committee 
was adopted. Another meeting will be held on 
Friday to consider the details of the route to the 
Eastern District, and also to discuss the advisa- 


bility of uniting all the roads under the control of 
one company.

DUTIES ON IRON AND STEEL 


—_——_—— 


MANUFACTURERS EXPLAINING 
THEIR GRIEVANCES. 
ARGUMENTS MADE BEFORE SECRETARY 
WINDOM AGAINST DEPARTMENT RUL- 
INGS—THE TARIFF ON COTTON TIS 

ESPECIALLY COMPLAINED OF, 

WASHINGTON, April 20.—According to agree- 
ment, Secretary Windom to-day heard a delegation 
of iron and steel manufacturers relative to the rate 
of duty imposed on cotton ties. The members of 
the delegation were D. 8S. Morrell, of Johnstown, 
Penn.; James Park, Jr., of Pittsburg; John L. Ken- 
nedy, of Pittsburg; T. H. Weld, of Youngstown, 
Ohio; W. H. Warden, of Philadelphia; George W. 
Cope, of Philadelphia, and W. H. McCurdy, of 
Cleveland. Mr. D. L. Ranlett, of New-Orleans, an 
importer of cotton ties, was present, and took an 
active part in the discussion. Theargument on be- 
half of the manufacturers was opened by Mr. Mor- 
rell, of Johnstown, who introduced the subject ina 
general way. 

Mr. Weld, of Youngstown, followed. He be- 
lieved the law would sustain the Secretary in giv- 
ing the manufacturers the relief they desired. He 
referred to the thousands of men and boys en- 
gaged in the manufacture of cotton ties, all of 
whom would be thrown out of employment if the 
existing ruling of the department was allowed to 
remainin force. The law, he continued, provides 
that “ all hoop iron” shall be subject to a duty of 
1% cents per pound. To evade ‘this Guty, English 
manufacturers put a rivet through one lap of 
the cotton tie. The cotton tie was used for 
20 years with the simple lap, and the rivet is 
certainly of no advantage. The spirit of 
the law, he thought, intended that the 
manufacture of these ties should be cen- 
fined to America, and nothing but an _ in- 
genious construction of the letter of the law 
has placed it in England. The act of 1864, Mr. 
Weld concluded, authorized the manufacture of 
hoop-iron in America, and he wanted to see that 
law carried out, and the spirit of the law taken as 
the governing feature. He contended that he 
could not go home and inform his workmen that 
there was no furtheremployment forthem. He 
appealed to the Seeretary to do ali in his power in 
behalf of the hoop-iron branch of American indus- 
try. Previous to taking his seat Mr. Weld said he 
had been informed that barrel hoops had been, or 
would be, passed as manufactured iron at the 
New-York Custom-house, and that there being so 
— would be based upon the fact that they had 

oles punched through them. He requested the 
Searetary to inquire if this had been done, and 
maintained that if it should be it would cause the 
utter annihilation of the iron manufacturing busi- 
ness in this country. 

Mr. McCurdy, of Cleveland, submitted a minia- 
ture cotton bale, and showed the manner of bind- 
ing with the various kinds of ties. He exhibited the 
plain tie with a lap, which is subject to 144 cents 
per pound duty, and the same tie with a rivet 
through one end of it, which is only charged a duty 
of 4 cent per pound. In explaining the various 
classes 6f buckles and clasps used, he showed very 
clearly that the riveted tie had no advantage what- 
ever over the plain lap tie without the rivet. 

Mr. D. L. Ranlett, of New-Orleans, took the 
ground that none of the samples shown were fair 
ones, and contended that if the department should 
reopen the cotton tie question at this time it would 
cause a great calamity in the South, inasmuch as 
importers had been acting under the last decision 
and were involved in numerous contracts; and 
further than this, it would affect 4,000,000 men in 
that section. He held that the ground taken by 
the importers was, first, a case of right, and second 
a case of mercy. 

Mr. Warden, of Philadelphia, spoke on ‘the sub- 
ject of the tariff laws generally, and maintained 


that they were defective, inasmuch as they were | 


oer of being construed differently. He referred 
at length to the protective issues which were incor- 
porated in the Pennsylvania campaign of last Fall, 
and stated that the masses voted with the under- 
standing that if the Republican Party was success- 
ful protection would be established, and held to 
the opinion that where an honest doubt was in- 
volved it was proper for the department to decide 
in favor of Americans in preference to foreigners. 
He stated that a decision on the subject in favor of 
the manafacturers would make a difference of per- 
haps 10 or 12 cents per bale of cotton to the planter. 

Mr. Ranlett remarked, in response to this aser- 
tion, that the aggregate resulting from 11 cents per 
bale would support 3,000,000 of people one day. 
Mr. Ranlett then concluded his argument by 
stating that the question should not now be re- 
opened, but, in the event of the Secretary’s con- 
sidering it hest to reopen it, the importers, who 
had acted in good faith under the last ruling of the 
department, should be given at least six months’ 
notice in order that they might have an opportu- 
nity to get out of their contracts. 

The following letter relating to the various man- 
ufactures of iron and steel and the questions re- 
garding each, upon which American manufacturers

tected against foreign manufacturers, was also 
submitted to Secretary Windom: 


HOOP-IRON AND COTTON-TIES. 


Band, hoop, and scroll iron are dutiable at 114 to 
184 cents a pound, according to thickness and 
width. Cotton-ties, which are simply hoop or band 
iron cut in lengths of about 11 feet, are now admit- 
ted at 35 per cent. ad valorem as manufactures of 
iron not otherwise provided for. It is clearly not 
intended by the law that the article of the highest 
value should pay the least duty, as is undoubtedly 
the case when cotton-ties pay only 35 per cent. of 
their cost as duty, while the hoop and band iron of 
which they are made pay from 1% to 134 cents a 
pound. 

STEEL WIRE RODS AND COILS, 
Steel wire below one-quarter inch in diameter is 


dutiable at 24% to 8 cents a pound, according to | 
thickness, and 20 per cent. ad valorem additionalin | 


all cases. Steel in ingots, bars, coils, sheets, and 
steel wire not less than one-quarter inch in diame- 
ter are dutiable at 244 to 3% cents a pound, accord- 
ing to value, with 10 per cent. ad valorem addi- 
tional on the best quality, which is that valued at 
over licentsa pound. Steel wire rods in coils, 
which clearly belong, according to size, to 
one or the other of these classes, are admitted at 
80 per cent. ad valorem as steel not otherwise pro- 
vided for, which is the rate imposed on scrap steel 
—the cheapest form of steel imported to be re- 
worked. It clearly was not the intention of the 
law that wire rods should pay a lower rate of aut 
than that which is imposed on the steel from which 
they are manufactured. Being steel ‘in coils” 
they should be made to pay the duty which the law 
says in express terms shall be imposed on steel in 
that form. 
STEEL BLOOMS. 

Steel in ingots, bars, sheets, &c., is dutiable at 
234 to 344 cents a pound, with 10 per cent. ad valo- 
rem additional on the grade worth over il cents a 


pound, Steel rails are dutiable at 144 cents a 


pound. Steel blooms are an intermediate form be- 
tween steel ingots and steel rails, but are now ad- 
mitted as manufactures of steel not otherwise pro- 
vided for, at 45 per cent. ad valorem, which is a 
lower rate than that attached to eitherof the 
other elassifieations. Steel in billets, though 
not named in the law, is held to be dutia- 
bie at the same rate as steel in ingots, 
but steel blooms, which are advanced ex- 
actly as far as steel rails, are charged with only 
45 per cent. duty. The rates on steel billets and on 
steel blooms were fixed by a decision of the Treas- 
ury Department, yet they conflict with each other. 
One must be wrong. We claim the bloom decision 
to be wrong, as it is the one that conflicts with the 


intent of the tariff law, that articles of greatest 
value should pay the highest duty. 


CAR-TRUCK CHANNELS. 


Bar iron is dutiable at 1 to 14 cents a pound, ac- 
cording to size, All other descriptions of rolled 
and. hammered iron not otherwise provided for are 
dutiable at 144 cents a pound. Angles, channels, 
beams, tees, and other structural irons are not pro- 
vided for, and, therefore, have been lLeld by the 
department to be dutiable at 114 cents a pound. 
But car-truck channels, which are simply channels 
cut to length and punched ready for the rivets, 
have recently been decided to be manufactures of 


iron not otherwise provided for, and subject to a 
duty of but 35 per cent. ad yalorem. The article 
prepared ready for use, and, therefore, more valu- 
able than the plain uncut channel bar, pays the 
lower duty. 
CUT AND PUNCHED TANK IRON. 
Plate and tankiron are dutiable at from $25 a 


ton to 1% cents a pound. But, undera ruling of 
the department, recently reversed, tank iron cut to 
size and punched with hules for the rivets was im- 
ported as a manufacture of iron not otherwise pro- 
vided for, at a duty of only 35 per cent. aa valorem. 
If tank iron cut and punched ready for use has to 
pay the full rate of duty that plate iron is 
charged with, so we claim should cotton ties 
and car-truck channels vay the full rate 
of duty imposed upon the band or hoop iron, and 
upon tue channel iron from which they are made. 
An article advanced in yalue by being prepared for 
use should not therefore be taken out of the classi- 
fication to which the article which it most resem- 
bles befongs, or if taken out of that classification, 
{t should not certainly pay a lower rate of duty 
than the unfinished article from which it is made. 
The letter concludes by submitting the general 
claim of the delegation as follows: ‘* The manu- 
facturers ask that the law be enforced in its letter 
and spirit, and they ask for no favor that the law 
does not grant them. They insist that the evasions 
of the law, in changing the name of an 
article, shall not be permitted to have 
weight in determining how the terms of the 
law shall be construed; and when a doubt 
arises as to the meaning of a law they ask that the 
law shall be construed in favor of American manu- 
facturers and not in favor of foreign manufac- 
turers. They claim that the intent of the Tariff 
Jaw is not wholly to raise revenue. but that the 
Treasury Department in its construction of the 
Tariff law should first aim to be fair to American 
labor as the corner-stone of our tariff system is pro- 
tection to home industry.”

NEGOTIATING WITH THIEVES. 


THE BURGLARS WHO ROBBED WISB’S STORE 
MAKE TERMS WITH THEIR VICTIM. 

Mr. William Wise, whose jewelry store, on 
Fuiton-street, Brooklyn, was robbed of about 
$5,000 worth of watches, a number of gold pens, 
and some trinkets by burglars on Sunday, the 10th 
inst., has entered into an arrangement with the 
thieves and received back in consideration of the 
payment of $2,100 the greater part of his property. 
The money was paid to a middleman who negoti- 
ated with the thieves for Mr. Wise. The latter refuses 
to tell the name of the middleman, but claims 
that heis a respectable person. Immediately after 
the robbery Wise was advised by the Police to offer 


areward of $1,000 for the return of the stolen 
roperty. He advertised the reward in a New- 
ork morning paper, and the advertisement was 
answered, and due time the “middleman” 
called on Mr. Wise and told him that if he expeot- 
ed to get the property back he would have to 
raise his figures. Singularly enough, on the 
very ew J that the negotiations were opened the 
expression made use of to Mr. Wise by the mid- 
dieman in relation to “raising his figures” ap- 
one in one of the local papers as coming from a 
olice source, and yet after Mr. Wise received the 
stolen property at an express offiee, to which it had 
been sent, he declared that he would not reveal 
the name of the middleman to the Police If a 
rumor that was in circulation pending the negotia 
tions be true, there was no necessity for Mr. Wise 
to reveal anything in connection with the affaiz 
tothe Police. Mr. Wise’s excuse for dealing with 
the thieves and paying them $2,100 to give 
up the proceeds of one of the most daring rob- 
beries ever committed in Brooklyn was that the 
watches belonged to hiscustomers, and had a value 
to the owners beyond a money value, Had the 
watches been his own, Mr. Wise, instead of receiv- 
ing the stolen property from the thieves and pay 
ing them, for it, would in all probability have 
turned the “‘ go-between”’ or middleman over to the 
Police. But the thieves were very careful, and em: 
ployed a number of “‘go-betweens.”” Tney first de- 
manded $2,500 for the return of the property, and 
threatened if the offer was not accepted within 
24 hours that the opportunity to regain the 
stolen watches would not be again presented. 
Even Mr. Wise’s regard for his customers could 
not induce him to pay so large a sum for the stolen 
wrceesse. He disliked to have any negotiations or 
dealings, directly or indirectly, with thieves, but he 
thought it due to his customers to make some con- 
cessions, and he drew the line at $2,100. Morethan 
that he would not pay. The negotiations were at 
length conciuded, and Mr. Wise’s son accompanie 
the middleman to a place where he was introduce 
to a more direct agent of the thieves and the 
money paid over. The thieves’ agent weni 
with young Mr. Wise to an express office 
where the stolen property was found in a 


“box which had been lett with instructions that it 


would be called for. All the watches were neatly 
packed in the box, but about $400 worth of gold 
pens, a diamond pin, and some trinkets were 
missing. 

Inspector Byrnes, of this City, arrested on Tues- 
day an ex-convict named William B. McDevitt, who 
answered the description of one of the men seen 
in the vicinity of Mr. Wise’s store the day 
before therobbery. McDevitt answered exacti 
the description of one of the men “ wanted,” an 
yet, although he was in Brooklyn every day since 
the robbery, he was not arrested by any of the 
licemen or detectives of that city. ‘ Fairy” Mco- 
Guire, arrested on a charge of bemg concerned in 
rhe robbery of Miss Roberts, in Second-place, has 
been trying to get bail during the past week. 
‘* Fairy” hada very earnest friend in McDevitt, 
and the latter was in the District Attorney’s office, 
within a few yards of the Police Central Office, four 
or five times every day during the week. None of 
the many policemen who saw him recognized 
his likeness to the man deseribed as “ wanted” for 
the Wise burglary. But the failure of the Police 
Department to establish the identity of the real 
thieves after the latter had put themselves in com- 
munication with Mr. Wise calis forth much hostile 
criticism. The fact was known and published in all 
the papers several days ago that the thieves had 
opened negotiations with Mr. Wise. The latter 
completed his business with their agents and re- 
ceived back the stolen property, and yet the Police 
have so far failedtoconnect the burglars with 
the robbery. An intelligent detective put on 
Mr. Wise as soon as it was known that he 


was negotiating with the thieves could not have 
failed with proper help to trace the principals by 
means of the middleman who received the money 
and made the terms and the other “‘go-betweens.” 
No such effort was made, and it is not now pvrob- 
able that any of the men connected with the rob- 
bery will be convicted. There is no known evt 
dence against McDevitt, but Capt. Campbell, wha 
has had the examination of the prisoner adjourned 
for a week, claims that he will be able by that time 


to connect him with the Wise burglary.

DAMAGES FOR FALSE ARREST. 


MR. E. A. PRATT OBTAINS A VERDICI 
AGAINST MAJOR APPLEBY. 

Mr. Edward A. Pratt, a lawyer, and Major 

Charles Appleby leased separate suites of apar 


ments in a French flat in 1879. Major Appleby 


locked up his apartments and went away from the 
City for a long time. When he returned he 
discovered he had been robbed of prop- 
erty worth about $1,000. Ascertaining that 
some of his property was in Mr. Pratt’s 
rooms, he entered and;took possession of it. He 
then charged Mr. Pratt with theft. A Police ma- 
gistrate who inquired into the case decided that 
there was no foundation for the charge. Mr, Pratt 
had anadopted daughter, a comely maiden of 18 
years, named Helen Steel. During Major 
Appleby’s absence from home Miss Steel 
showe Mr. Pratt mumerous wyaluable = ar 
ticles of clothing and jewelry which 
she said had been given her directly, 
or sent to her by a lady who is not now alive, 
Upon Major Appleby’s return, and his breaking 
into the apartments of Mr. Pratt, it was found that 
Miss Steel’s story was not true, and that the articles 
she had said were presented to her were really 
taken from Major Appleby’s rooms. A question as 
to spiritual influences upon the susceptible mind of 
Miss Steel made it difficult to attach legal responsi- 
bility for theft to her. 

While the Police Court proceedings egainst Mr. 
Pratt were pending, Major Appleby sued him in the 
Marine Court fur the conversion of certain articles 


which he had pawned at the plausibly-worded re 
quest of Miss Steel, who, although his adopted 


daughter, was also the seamstress employed in his 
family. Major Appleby also had him locked up iz 
Ludlow-Street Jail for 16 days, Dut he was re. 
leased without bail. On the trial of the suit 
the jury gave a verdict in favor of Mr. Pratt. 
The latter sued Major Appleby, in Supreme Court, 
for false imprisonment and malicious prosecution, 
laying his damages at $5,000. The triaiof the ac- 
tion took place before Judge Lawrence and a 
jury, in the Circuit, Part I., and was closed yester- 
day with a verdict for $250 damages. Messrs Kling 
and Huerstel for the plaintiff, and Mr, William HL 
Arnoux for the defendant. 


A CLERGYMAN’S SUDDEN DEATH. 
Kineston, N. Y., April 20.—The Rev. Dr. 
C. J. Blduvelt, formerly Pastor of the West Hurley

N. Y., met with sudden death kere Tuesday night.

Mrs, Blauvelt had gone afew days previous. In 
passing through the city on foot to catch the train 
on the Ulster and Delaware Road at the up-town 
depot, yesterday afternoon, being late and much 
hurried, he suddenly became dizzy and fell 
heavily to the walk, striking his head, when a 
short distance from the depot. He was carried 
into a hotel near by, where medical aid was 
promptly in attendance. But it was found that his 
tail resuited from an appolectic fit, and he died dur- 
ing the night. His wife, receiving a telegram of 
his injury, started to his bedside in great haste, 
but not noticing the heading of the telegram, and 


supposing he was somewhere in the vicinity of 
his home, she passed by him here on her way 
thither, and only arrived here to-day to find him 
dead. Dr. Blauvelt was 68 years of age. He was 


graduated at New-Brunswick in 1842, and was well 
known throughout the country.

€LOSE OF THE CASE FOR THE PROSEOUTION— 

THE GIRL MORIARTY ON THE STAND. 
Yesterday was tho third day of the trial of 
Patrick Moriarty, a driver on the Third-Avenue 
Railroad, charged with obtaining $2,500 from the 
elevated railroad company on the fraudulent rep- 
resentation that his daughter, Kate, known to the 
railroad officials as Agnes, had her collar-bone dis- 
located by a collision at the Forty-second-street 
junction of the Third-avenue elevated railroad on 
March 25, 1879, Austin J. Reilly, of No. 1,295 Third- 
avenue, a conductoron the Third-Avenue Railroad, 


testified that he had known the daughter of the 
prisoner as Kate, and not Agnes. During a block 
of the cars, on the day of the collision, witness 
was of opinion he saw Kate Moriarty 
standing on the tidewalk at Third- 
avenue and  Forty-second-street. In cross- 
examination by Mr. Kintzing, Reilly said he didinot 
want to have anything to do with the case, but the 
detective of the railroad company had come to him 
30 times for his statement, and had paid for a num- 
ber of drinks for him. He admitted that a coolness 
had arisen between himself and his sister in rela- 
tion to the case, and that he had once said “he 
wished to heaven he was well out of tthe case, as it 
was a dirty affair all through.” This closed the 
case for the prosecution, and.a motion to acquit 
having been denied by Judge Cowing, Mr. Kintzing 
called a number of witnesses, principally employes 
of the Third-Avenue Railroad, who testified that 
they had known Moria: ty for the last 18 or 20 years, 
and knew him to be a man of good character. 
Mary, or Agnes, Moriarty, daughter of the prisoner, 
and the principal character in this remarkable case, 
was then sworn, and testified that she was nearly 
20 years of age. She had been christened Agnes, 
but at her confirmation by Cardinal McCloskey had 
assumed, in addition, the nameof Kate. On Jan. 8, 
1879, while endeavoring to board a train of the Third- 
evenue railroad at Houston-street, witness had her 
shoulder injured, and consulted Dr. Thomas, who 
advised her to get a brace, but she could not afford 
to purchase it. Mrs. Phillips advised her to apply 
to the Hospital for the Ruptured and Crippled for 
treatment, and at9A.M.on the morning of the 
collision she visited the institution. Having been 
examined and measured fora brace, she rode to 
Fourteenth-street on a surface car, purchased a 
dress, and on her return took an up-town train of 
the elevated railroad at Fourteenth-street. After 
she had ridden some distance she felt a sudden 
shock, and was thrown across the car on her side. 
She could not tell how she left the car, orn what 
manner she reached home. There she fell into a 
deep sleep or faint, and could not tell_how 
long she remained in that condition. When 
Bhe recovered consciousness she told her 
mother of the accident, stating that the 
ears had fallen from the track, and 
she had lost the material for her new dress. She 
felt her back and sides sore, but not sufficiently 
painful to prevent her from returning to the house 
of Mrs. Phillips, which she did late in the after- 
noon. Four days after the collision her mother 
visited her, and witness told her that her pains had 
Increased and that she was unable to raise her 
arms. Her mother said that as she had been in- 
jured on the elevated railroad the physician of the 
road should be sent for. Mrs. Phillips suggested 
that Dr. Francis A. McGuire, whose office was near 
by. would answer as well, and that gentleman was 
called in. Dr. McGuire invited Dr. King and Prof. 
Hamilton to a consultation. The latter prescribed 
a course of treatment, and ordered her to keep her 
bed for six or seven weeks, Dr. McGuire, know- 
ing that her father was poor, communicated with 
the railroad company in relation to compensation 
for her injuries, and suggested the amount of dam- 
ages which her father ought fairly toclaim. Wit- 
ness said she was known by both names—Kate and 
Agnes—and frequently signed herself by either 
mame. The girl was subjected by Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Bell toa severe cross-examination 
of two hours’ duration. She reiterated her original 
gtatements, and did not break down under the try- 
Sng ordeal. The trial will be continued to-day.

The Signal Service Bureau report indicates 
for to-day, tn this region,, fair weather, sta- 
tionary or higher temperature and barometer, 
winds mostly easteriy. 


The effort to delay, and. if possible defeat, 
the Railroad Commission bill by the favorite 
device of plausibly urged amendments hav- 
ing failed, it has passed the Assembly by a 
vote of 74 to 33. The amendments urged 
yesterday proposed first to reduce:the salaries 
of the Commissioners, and then to remove 
the special tax for their payment from the 
companies and impose the expense upon 
the people at large. The salaries are not too 
large. To make the commission successful 
it must be composed of the best material, 
which can only be obtained by adequate 
compensation. It should be placed by 
the character of its members above 
the reach , of corruption or  tempta- 
tion. As to the method of raising 
the funds to defray its cost, that 
is a matter of minor importance. The bur- 
den upon the railroads will be very slight, 
and to place it there will be only an indirect 
means of drawing the funds from those who 
use the railroads and are immediately bene- 
fited by their proper supervision and regula- 
tion. It now remains to be seen what treat- 
ment the bill will receive in the Senate; in 
other words, what the disposition of the cor- 
porations toward it may be. 


In the Senate yesterday, the event of the 
session was the speech of Mr. Frys, of 


Maine. The Senator, who is new to his 
place, and who is about to leave the capital, 
could not go without saying a few things 
which, as his speech proves, he could say 
better than anybody else. Complimenting 
the Southern Senators on their ‘‘ bravery,”’ 
Senator FryE poured upon them such a 
shower of derision and sarcasm that even 
the most foolhardy speedily took refuge in 
silence, after a few indiscreet interruptions. 
Nothing could better illustrate the weakness 
of the Democratic position than Mr. Fryn’s 
accumulation of evidence to prove that, 
under law and practice, there is not one 
Southern State in which an honest count 
and a free ballot is possible. The feeble re- 
joinder to thisis that in Massachusetts there are 
139,000 paupers, vagabonds, and drunkards 
who would vote the Democratic ticket if 
they were permitted to vote at all. As for 
the ‘‘serfs’’ of Massachusetts, Mr. Frye 
declared that these unfortunate people have 
money enough in the savings banks to buy 
the whole State of Florida five times over, 
and have $50,000,000 left. Senator Fryn’s 
assault seems to have taken the Democrats 
by surprise. We may expect that the next 
few days will be occupied by the Southern 
Senators with desperate attempts to parry 
the force of his sturdy blows. 


Whether the transportation companies 
mbseribe or not to the proposed World’s 


Fair in an amount sufficient to revive the 
fiagging spirits of the gentlemen of the 
committee we shall not know for an- 


other week. But we think that it 
is highly improbable that they will be 
persuaded to do so by the argument 
that a fair would prevent the reduction of 
their receipts ‘‘ by opening up new markets 
all over the world for our surplus products 
and manufactures,”” A fair is, after all, an 
advertisement ona large scale, and an ad- 
vertisement is a good thing when the 
articles advertised are better and cheaper 
than those with which they come in 
competition. Buta nation that persistently 
and systematically loads down manufac- 
tures with taxes on raw material, on ma- 
chinery, on materials necessary to trans- 
portation, and on the shelter, clothing, and 
other necessaries of life for the laborer en- 
gaged in production, is at a great disad- 
vantage with other nations, and will not get 


48, much profit from advertising as it micht 


if it would reform its methods in these re- 
gards. 


The State Senate has refused to concur in 
the Carpenter Street-cleaning bill, and a 
committee of conference will be appointed 
to-day. There seems to be quite a warm 
rivalry among Senators to have the cham- 
pionship of the bill favored by the people of 
this City, and Mr. Woop1n thought that 
the Senate should discharge any committee 
of conference that would not commit itself 
to the Senate bill ‘‘first, last, and all the 
time.’’ Unfortunately, a literal acceptance 
of this programme would very probably 
result in leaving the street-cleaning busi 
ness exactly where it is. That would be 
bad for the interests of the City and bad for 
the Republican Party, which would be held 
responsible for the failure of all remedial 
legislation. It is surely possible to find a 
middle course between the cumbrous and 
irresponsible system of the Carpenter bill 
and the simple and effective method pro- 
posed by the Senate. Would not a Board 
of Street-cleaning, consisting of the Mayor, 
Controller, and President of the Board of 
Health, with power to appoint and remove 
a responsible Superintendent, be a fair com- 
promise, and one offering a reasonable pros- 
pect of having the department divorced from 
political influence? ‘Let those who have de- 
feated the popular plan bear the responsibil- 
ity, but let there not be defeat of all reform 
by too much obstinacy. 


In his very comprehensive veto of annual 
appropriations for State purposes last year, 
Gov. CORNELL sacrificed the appropriation 
for the support of the breeding ponds and 
hatcheries under the control of the State 
Fish Commissioners. The Governor took 
the ground that it was contrary to public 
policy to allow an appropriation for such a 
purpose to become a fixed annual charge on 
the State, and that as he conceived the pur- 
pose of the appropriation in restocking our 
depleted streams with fish to have been fully 
accomplished, there was no need for further 
prosecution of the work. In point of fact, the 
propagation of food fishes in the waters of this 
State, as of other States, is still in itsinfancy. 
Congress has been consistently liberal to the 
United States Fish Commission, and only 
last session made a special appropriation of 
$103,000—albeit there is neither patronage 
nor ‘‘district’’ influence in the scheme—to 
construct a steamer to follow our coast fishes 
to their Winter haunts and to discover new 
sources of fish supply. There is not a State 
in the Union possessing any extensive habi- 
tat for fish which does not make an annual 
appropriation for fish-culture, and New- 
York is the first in which any objection has 
been made on the score that the money 
cannot be profitably expended.  Pri- 
vate enterprise will certainly not pro- 
vide for keeping up the supply of shad 
in the Hudson River or for carrying on the 
proposed breeding of Spanish mackerel for 
the Long Island shore any more than it 
will do the work of the United States Fish 
Commission in distributing German carp 
by the thousand throughout the entire 
country. There are, it is true, private per- 
sons who breed their own trout, but the 
streams of the State will not be replenished 
by that agency. The entire business prop- 
erly belongs to the State and national 
Governments, and we have yet to hear of 
any public protest in regard to the non- 
productiveness of the small amount of 
money which it requires. The Governor 
would do well to investigate the subject 
anew before vetoing the bill in which this 
year’s appropriation is embodied. 


THE SILVER CONFERENCE. 


The conference which assembled at Paris 
on Tuesday does not begin its labors under 
very flattering auspices. Even its compo- 
sition, that is to say, the exact character and 
extent of the representation of the several 
Governments, is not clearly defined. M. 
Magni, the Finance Minister of France, 
who formally opened the proceedings, in- 
cluded England among the fifteen countries 
represented, and she was counted as one of 
the constituents for the committee of fif- 
teen to regulate the course of debate. 
But, while it would be incorrect to say 
that England is unrepresented, since 
there are present delegates from the 
Dominion of Canada and from the India 
Office bearing English credentials, and also 
a subordinate official of the English Mint, 
whose relations are not precisely defined, 
there is no representative of the English 
Government having the same instructions or 
authority, for instance, as the American 
delegates. These latter gentlemen were sent 
in good faith by the Executive of the United 
States to discuss a convention which, if 
agreed upon by the delegates, would be pre- 
sented to the Government and would deserve 
respectful, and even favorable, considera- 
tion. No English delegate is in Paris 
in any such position. ,On the contra- 
ry, the English Government has dis- 
tinctly declined to authorize any one 
to discuss the principle of bi-metallism 
in its name, either for or against; and refuses 
by this act to take any step whatever that 
can be supposed to lead toward any possible 
change, great or small, direct or indirect, 
through the Government or the Bank of 
England, in its monetary system. Even the 


representative of the Indian Government is 
forbidden to take any part in the public dis- 


cussions. He occupies a position not unlike 
the military officers who are sent out by 


neutral nations in time of war to one or 


other of the camps. He may study the op- 
erations going on, but he cannot share in 
them, or even officially discuss them, except 
in his reports to his superiors. 


M. Maenin is very hopeful in regard to 


the outcome of the conference, He thinks 
that a treaty establishing the principle of the 
double standard will certainly be agreed on 
by the representatives of France, America, 
Holland, Italy, and Spain. Such a treaty, 
to be worth anything, would, of course, pro- 


vide for the free, or nearly free, and unlim- 


ited coinage of silver at the mints of these 
countries. It would involve two important 
changes in the actual situation—the re- 
sumption of silver coinage by the 
nations other than the United States 


and the establishment of unlimited coin- 
age here. There is no question that 
the advantage which the French Govern- 
ment expects from this arrangement must 
come particularly from the action of the 
United States. For some three years now, 


the gold reserve of the Bank of France. as 
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well as the stock of full-weight gold coin in 
circulation, has been steadily drained away 
by the demand from the United States. Of 
the $150,000,000 gold imported into this 
country for the last two years substantially 
all has Come directly or indirectly from 
France. In four years, indeed, the bank 
has lost some $180,000,000 in gold. If the 
United States can be induced to open 
its mints to the unchecked coinage 
of legal-tender silver, it is argued by 
the French Finance Minister that the 
drain on the French gold will cease, that we 
will be ready to take silver if we require 
anything, and even that gold will flow back 
again. Whether this argument be sound or 
not as regards the French interest, it is ob- 
vious that on the co-operation of the United 
States depends any practical outcome that 
may be expected from the conference. 


It is quite possible that the delegates to 
the conference may consent to a treaty of 
the kind referred to. They are, in fact, 
committed to it in advance, in principle, 
though we should say that Mr. Evarts 
would hesitate to enter a monetary union so 
limited and so lacking in strength as the one 
suggested by M. Maenrn. Indeed, he ought 
to hesitate a long while, even from his own 
stand-point, before consenting to one that 
did not embrace Germany at least, if not 
Great Britain. But if the American delega- 
tion should consent to such a convention, 
there is but little chance that the United 
States Government would adopt any such 
treaty even were Germany included, and 
there is not a ghost of a chance that it 
would adopt a treaty to which neither Ger- 
many nor Great Britain was a party. Why 
should it, indeed, enter on any step what- 
ever toward extending silver coinage? 
The history of our currency since 
the resumption of specie payments 
does not invite to any such course. We have 
found that while we kept our paper money 
redeemable in gold we got all the gold we 
needed. From Jan. 1, 1879, to the 1st of No- 
vember last the net gain in gold coin and 
bullion was over $175,000,000, and it is still 
coming. That we are making a wise use of 
all this gain is not certain, but that we have 
no need of increasing our coin currency by 
the resort to depreciated silver is perfectly 
clear. The time may come when we shail 
have a cry for ‘‘more money,’’ and when 
the weakness of the present system may 
show itself and the cry be yielded to, but at 
present a treaty that proposed to compel us 
to take silver for our exports instead of gold 
would be at once foolish and unpopular. 


SENATOR MAHONE’S CONTEST. 


As tothe motives which prompt Senator 
Manone, of Virginia, to take the position 
of independence in the United States Senate 
which he now holds it is possible that quite 
enough has already been said and written. 
He declares, and those who know him best 
believe, that he is independent because he 
earnestly desires to break down the proscrip- 
tive rule of the Bourbons in his State and in 
the Union. His enemies say that his 
only aim is to secure office, and that 
his so-called independence is based upon 
an impudent proposition to repudiate the 
Virginia debt. It is for this reason, accord- 
ing to Congressman JORGENSEN and other 
of the Old Dominion Republicans, that the 
party which is now in power in the Nation, 
and which has always prided itself on the 
honesty of its views upon questions of debt 
and finance, cannot afford to give aid, en- 
couragement, or countenance to MAHONE 
and his independent white followers. This 
is all very well as faras it goes. Unfortu- 
nately, however, the view of the Virginia 
situation and the influence of Senator Ma- 
HONE’s action upon the solid South which 
is taken by the Republicans in question is 
an exceedingly one-sided and superficial one. 

It may be true that the Virginia In- 
dependents want ofiice—there are very 
few people in the South who donot; but 
it must at least be admitted that their de- 
sire for patronage is supported and backed 
by a wish to improve, by the aid of 
such patronage, the political condition of 
their State—a State in which they were 
born, in which they live and _ have 
all their interests. Can as much be said 
for Republican politicians of the Jorgen- 
sen stripe? People of experience are obliged 
to answer such questions in the negative. 
With three or four marked and honorable 
exceptions, the Republican leaders who have 
recently had control in Virginia have ex- 
isted only for patronage, and have always 
used such patronage for purely selfish ends. 
Their organization was kept alive for the 
sole purpose of securing Federal posi- 
tions for the favorites of a ring. 
And these favorites, when they had 
secured such fat and profitable places, were 
ever very careful to hold them with an eye 
single to their own comfort and profit, with 
as little offense as possible to their Bourbon 
neighbors, and without ever for a moment 
giving a thought to the welfare of the party 
in whose name they asked and received so 
many favors. Even Mr. JoRGENSEN, hon- 
est and accomplished gentleman though he 
be, owes whatever he has to the power 
of patronage. For years he has been 
entirely content to live quietly on 
pap from the public crib, his abiding-place 
in Petersburg being a small back room in 
the Federal Building. And, moreover, it 
must be remembered that Mr. JORGENSEN 
and many other gentlemen of the same sort 


were until quite recently counted among 


the open admirers of Senator Manone and 


his methods. They were always glad to 
receive any aid the Independents would 
give them; indeed, they never thought of 
turning their backs on the little Senator 


until it become apparent that he was likely 


to ask for and receive some of the offices 
which from habit they had begun to regard 
as their private and exclusive property. 
While it is admitted that Manons and his 
followers propose to repudiate the State 


debt, and that, hence, there are sufficient 
reasons why Republicans should make no 
coalition with them, it must be said on the 
other side that the Bourbon Democrats have 
never made any proposition to pay the 
debt which was any more just to the le- 
gitimate creditors than that of the so-called 
‘‘Readjusters’’—so called, by the way, main- 
ly for the reason that any independent move- 
ment looking toward a break-up of the solid 
South must be organized under some title 
and banner which shail not appear to be in- 
tended as a direct attack upon the long- 


cherished name of Democracy. That Ma- 


HONE and his chief supporters want a share 
of the Federal patronage they do not attempt 
to deny, but they do not want it alone 
for selfish reasons. They would not 
hold offices, as the Jorgensen Republicans 
have done for years past, without ever 
thinking of using their influence to secure 
greater political freedom in their State, 
without even so much as trying to elect 
State or county officers distasteful to ‘the 
native and best.’’ In a word, it is assured be- 
yond all question that every power and in- 
fluence which Senator MaHong may have or 
can gain will be wisely and bravely used 
against the Bourbons of Virginia and the 
White League of the solid South. What- 
ever else may be said of the Senator, it must 
at least be admitted that he is the first of 
the so-called Southern Independents who 
has dared in Congress to stand up against 
the party lash of Democracy for what he 
believed to be right. His attitude is a most 
formidable menace to Southern Bourbonism. 
Already he has made it possible for black 
men to freely exercise the right of citizen- 
ship in Virginia, and if he has his way every 
one of the reconstruction acts and the amend- 
ments to the national Constitution will be 
fully observed all over the country. It is 
because they are well aware of these facts 
that Ben Hixu and the rest are so bitter in 
their denunciation of Mr. Manone. ‘They 
fear him and the movement of which he is 
the head, and they may well fear him even 
more than they do, for if he succeeds in 
Virginia in the next State election, if the 
Independent ticket is elected and the Bour- 
bons driven to the wall, the solid South will 
be heard of no more. All over the cotton 
States independent men are impatient for 
the contest. The announcement of Senator 
Manonpz’s victory will encourage them to an 
effort which cannot fail of success. 


NEW-YORK AND OTHER CITIES. 


The Police Commissioners and others in- 
terested in belittling the necessity for re- 
form in Street-cleaning are raising the cry 
that the City is injured by exaggerated re- 
ports of its unhealthy condition and its dan- 
ger from epidemics. They say that these 
reports are keeping people away from 
the City and injuring its business. 
There is no manner of doubt about 
it, but it is because they have 
so much foundation in fact. While an ex- 
aggerated effect is unquestionably produced 
by the popular excitement and the strong 
language used in the effort to secure reform, 
the truth remains that the City is disgrace- 
fully dirty, not now simply, but at ail 
times; that it is unhealthy beyond all neces- 
sity or excuse, and that it is liable to epi- 
demics during the Summer, produced in 
some cases and in others greatly aggravated 
by the condition of the streets. An attempt 
has been made to show that the rate of mor- 
tality is not extraordinarily high for the sea- 
son, especially when we consider the severity 
of the past Winter, and that it is no greater 
here than in other large cities. 


Whether New-York entirely deserves its 
unhappy reputation of being the dirtiest, 
unhealthiest, and worst governed city in the 
civilized world does not happen just now 
to be the subject of controversy. It is 
undoubtedly an interesting question, but 
citizens who have some little pride 
left would rather avoid considering 
it and content themselves with the admis- 
sion that it is far worse in all these particu- 
lars than it ought to be or need be. It is a 
fact that the people and press of New-York 
are much given to using severe language in 
regard to the administration of Municipal 
interests, and never gloss over abuses to 
save their self-esteem. But it is because 
there is so much occasion and necessity for 
denunciation, and because milder methods 
of criticism produce no effect. It seems to 
be necessary to scare the City into an appre- 
hension of a loss of business and the profits 
of business before it can be moved to action 
in its own behalf. 


But it is true that New-York is worse off 
in regard to cleanliness, healthiness, and the 
administration of its public affairs than most 
other cities. It hasin past years grown so 
rapidly, its people have devoted themselves 
so completely to the pursuit of gain, and 
have so neglected their public interests, 
that bad methods, corrupt and extravagant 
practices and general neglect and lack of sys- 
tem have long characterized its government, 
It is not so much worse to-day in any of 
these. respects than it has been for years 
past. The severe Winter, with its blockade 
of street-cleaning and the accumulation of 
filth which it left behind, has merely 
served to wake the people up to the 
perils of their situation. The Street 
cleaning Bureau is what it has always 
been, no better and no worse. It was 
entirely unable to cope with the task which 
the seasons threw upon it. It was crippled 
by a bad system, and was not provided with 
the resources and appliances which it 
needed. It has been struggling along with 
rather more vigor than formerly, butin a 
manner ridiculously inadequate to the re- 
quirements of the case. It is fortunate that 
something has occurred to call the attention of 
the people to the situation of their affairs, 


and to arouse and spur them up to a demand 
for reform. There is nothing new in the 
situation. . The streets have been dirty and 
the public health has been imperiled for 
years past by the lack of a proper system of 
cleaning. It has been repeatedly predicted 


that any unusual stress would reveal the 
imminence of disaster. 


It is not a question whether New-York is 
worse off than usual at this or any other 
season of the year, or worse off than this or 
that other city. It is dirty, it is unhealthy, 


it is ill-governed, and there is crying need 


of reform and improvement. It is not 


alone the filth of the streets, resulting 
from the neglect or inefficiency of the 
present bureau, that affects the public 
health. The water supply is inadequate, 
and the people standin dread of jobbery 


and corruption in the work needed to make 


it what it should be. The pavements in 
many quarters are such that the streets can- 
not possibly be made wholesome. The 
drainage is in many sections imperfect, and 
malaria is produced by the improper 
filling of low lands. The conditions 
tolerated in the structure and manage- 
ment of enormous tenement-houses are in- 
compatible with health among their in- 
mates. All these things are chronic. The 
need of reform is no new thing, suddenly 


sbrung upon us by a severe and protracted 
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Winter. The Winter has only served to re- 
veal them more clearly, and to impress 
them on the public attention more 
forcibly. It has fortunately stirred the 
people up to action needed long ago, 
and they have been astonished to 
find to what extent their wonted apathy 
has produced indifference to their wishes in 
those from whom they demand the means of 
relief. They have foregone the right of 
self-government until they wake up to the 
consciousness that they have lost the power. 
They are not half aroused yet. They need to 
assert their manhood and enter upon an 
agitation for reform in all that pertains to 
Municipal governmer:t that shall not rest 
until the City is redeemed and acquires a 
reputation that shall attract and not repel 
those who seek a place in which to enjoy as 
well as to acquire wealth. 


PATRIOTISM AND BUSINESS. 


As everybody knows, there is to be a 
centennial celebration at Yorktown next 
October. As we have celebrated everything 
else that took place during the Revolutionary 
war, except, of course, our defeats, it was 
inevitable that the surrender of Yorktown 
should have its turn. There is, however, 
room for the suspicion that the coming 
celebration is not meant to be exclusively a 
patriotic measure. As in the case of certain 
other celebrations, business and patriotism 
are to be combined, and while guns are to be 
fired in honor of the victory of a hundred 
years ago, the cards of business men are to 
be industriously distributed. 


The Wise Light Infantry Company, of the 
city of Williamsburg, State of Virginia, 
wants some clothes, and its members have 
decided that now is the time to get them 
free of cost. They are convinced that the 
Yorktown celebration will be incomplete 
without the presence of the Wise Light In- 
fantry, and that if the public wants to have 
a successful celebration it should provide 
the Wise Light Infantry with uniforms, so 
that it can goto Yorktown. The merchants 
of Williamsburg and various neighboring 
counties have nobly resolved to come to the 
help of the Light Infantry, and have, there- 
fore, issued a circular to the merchants of 
other parts of the Union, requesting them to 
send money, or articles capable of being 
converted into money, to the Captain of the 
Wise Light Infantry. It is the opinion of 
the merchants of Williamsburg and vicinity 
that if the merchants of New-York, Chica- 
go, and St. Louis will give the Wise Light 
Infantry new uniforms the glorious deeds of 
the allied French and American armies will 
be appropriately honored, and the contrib- 
uting merchants will gain the good-will and 
patronage of the Williamsburg people. 

The circular is, in many respects, an in- 
teresting document. It begins with a pa- 
triotic flourish concerning the victory of 
Yorktown, written in the very best retail 
style, in which the Frenchmen generally are 
informed that they can now rejoice with us 
in having ‘‘ become the glad recipients of a 
like freedom at their homes which their arms 
assisted us in gaining for ours a century ago.”’ 
‘‘“We have in our midst,’’ remark the 
Williamsburg merchants, after thus reliev- 
ing their minds of a weight of history, ‘‘a 
volunteer organization which only lacks a lit- 
tle means to make it the peer of any. We ap- 
peal to those we patronize to aid the cause 
of this company, thereby advertising, as it 
were, the prosperity of this section, and 
thus benefiting our trade and indirectly the 
trade of those with whom we deal.’’ Dur- 
ing the Yorktown celebration the’ Captain 
and every member of the Wise Light In- 
fantry ‘‘ will be glad to see the agents or 
represeutatives of all houses that respond to 
this appeal, and to afford to them every facili- 
ty to become acquainted with our people, and 
in all proper ways to advance their business 
relations. Each donation will be acknowl- 
edged in a public manner, and all merchants 
will have their business cards, if sent, freely 
distributed. * * * In closing we feel 
sure that each merchant will be benefited in 
a mercantile sense for all investments in this 
line, and we trust that their patriotism will 
also be found in the scale of their business 
interests. ”’ 

Nothing could be franker than this circu- 
lar. The wholesale merchants of the coun- 
try are requested to stand and deliver, ‘‘ as 
it were,’’ for the benefit of the Wise Light 
Infantry. If they will send ‘‘ donations’’ 
for that purpose, they can also send ‘‘ drum- 
mers,’’ who will receive every attention at 
the hands of the Light Infantry Captain and 
his men. Inthe intervals of dress-parade 
the citizen soldiers of Williamsburg will dis- 
tribute the cards of contributing merchants 
and will introduce their ‘‘ representatives’’ 
to the Williamsburg merchants as men 
who deserve to be patronized. Merchants 
who do not respond to this appeal need ex- 
pect no patronage from Williamsburg. 
They will be regarded as men devoid of 
patriotism and business instincts, and need 
hope to sell no goods to any one who takes 


an interest in the Wise Light Infantry. Our 
merchants have their choice, either to give 
clothes to the Wise Light Infantry or to sell 
no more goods in Williamsburg. If they 
have any patriotism, ‘‘as it were,” they 
will instantly send their ‘‘ donations,” 
‘‘drummers,’’ and cards to Williamsburg, 
and beg the Williamsburg merchants to ac- 
cept their alms and oblations. 

it thus appears that the chief object to be 
gained in celebrating the victory of York- 


town is, in the eyes of Williamsburg, the 
clothing of the Wise Light Infantry. This 


is undoubtedly a laudable object, but it isa 
little hard that it is to be gained exclusively 
at the expense of Northern merchants. Of 
course, it is possible that the circular in ques- 


tion has been translated into French as re- 


markable as its English and sent to France, 


so that the wine merchants of Bordeaux and 
the silk weavers of Lyons may be able to 
contribute to the necessities of the Wise 
Light Infantry, and thus gain the valuable 
custom of Williamsburg shopkeepers. This, 
however, is hardly probable, and we may as- 
sume that our merchants are alone expected 
to supply the desired ‘‘ donations.’’ 
Ingenious as this system of obtaining 
alms undoubtedly is, it must be confessed 
that it will awaken prejudice. There are 
merchants who, on receiving the circular, 
will write on it phrases offensive to the finer 
feelings of Williamsburg, and will send it 
back to the Wise Light Infantry. Itis just 
possible that our merchants can live without 
the patronage of Williamsburg, and some of 


them will unquestionably prefer this course 


toa quiet submission to the request—‘‘as it 
were’’-—of the circular. 

All ill-feeling can, however, be avoided 
by a simple and cheap expedient. Among 
the members of our City regiments there 
must be many who have partially worn-out 
uniforms which they can spare. Let them 
send these without delay, and without any 
expectation of reward other than that of an 
approving conscience, to the Captain of the 
Wise Light Infantry. That band of heroes 
will thus be put in possession of uniforms 
enough to enable them to visit Yorktown. 
The great object of clothing the Wise Light 
Infantry being thus secured, merchants need 
pay no attention to the circular, and will be 
relieved from the necessity of deciding 
whether to give or not to give. Undercloth- 
ing might as well be sent to the Wise Light 
Infantry, as well as uniforms, and «if our 
citizen soldiers should send a few cold 
victuals we can hardly doubt that they 
would be thankfully received. 


Like some public bodies: of more impor- 
tance, the Park Commissioners meet chiefly 
to discuss questions of patronage. Mr. 
Lanz finds himself the victim of a dodge to 
deprive him of his patronage because he be- 
longs to Tammany Hall, and takes occasion 
to rail at a colleague who keeps a drunken 
man on the force of employes and 
otherwise abuses his power over ap- 
pointments. Some time last year Mr. 
WALEs undertook to prepare a report on the 
personnel of the Park Department, but, so 
far as we have observed, he has failed to 
make good his promise. Judging from 
visible results, there would appear to 
be a fine field for reconstructing the en- 
tire administrative force of the parks 
with somewhat less reference to political 
and personal considerations than has pre- 
vailed in its present structure. That would 
probably be a more useful enterprise than a 
chemical analysis of the earth, air, and 
water in Central Park with a view of de- 
termining the origin of its alieged malarious 
influence. 


ALEXANDER H. STEPHENS, who must always 
be regarded as one of the most quaint and original 
figures in American politics, seems daily to become 
more and more liberal in his views. In a commu- 
nication just printed in the Philadelphia Press, re- 
garding the Southern tour of Senator Camron, he 
again refers incidentally to his now famous speech 
at Savannah, when he was about to assume the 
duties of Vice-President of the Southern Con- 
federacy. As the Georgia commoner has already 
very fully stated in these columns, he did not in 
that speech say, as he was far and wide reported as 
having said, that slavery was ‘‘a new corner-stone 
of the new Confederacy.” This ‘corner-stone”’ 
metaphor was originally used by Judge BaLtpwin, 
of the United States Supreme Court, who, years 
before Mr. SteprHens’s address, had declared 
thet slavery, as it then existed in the 
Union, was the corner-stone of the old Con- 
stitution. The Georgia orator, in alluding to 
this declaration, said only that slavery, as it had 
been in the old Constitution. of the old Union 
would be in the new Constitution of what he 
was pleased to term the new Confederacy. He 
now adds that his views at Savannah, later at 
Montgomery, and at present in the Congress of the 
reunited Nation, has always been that, if the rela- 
tion existing between the two races under the old 
Constitution was not the best for both, morally, 
politically, and intellectually, or could not be made 
so, such relation should be abolished. He declares 
further that the object which he has ever and still 
wishes to secure Is the highest civilization and 
the greatest benefit for both races. It is hardly 
necessary to remind a gentleman of such advanced 
views as Mr. StepHens that such ends are best to 
be attained by a strict observance by his white con- 
stituents and other Southern Democrats of the na- 
tional statutes as they now exist. When this is 
done the hope of the veteran legislator, that his 
State may annually export to the North and Eu- 
rope manufactured cotton of three times the value 
of the raw material now produced there, will per- 
haps be realized. Meanwhile, it is hardly possible 
fcr those who know anything about the matter to 
agree with Mr, StepHens when he says that the 
present-government of the State of which heis an 
ornament “‘secures the right of person and prop- 
erty with just and equal taxes upon all classes of 
society, and equal protection to all kinds of labor.” 
When the present much-promising and very-little- 
performing chiet magistrate of the Empire State 
of the South makes some effort to reform the out- 
rageous and inhuman convict system, and the 
shameless discriminations against colored law- 
breakers which have grown up under his care, he 
may lay some claim to a desire for equal justice. 
Meanwhile, it would be well tor the people of 
Georgia if all their representatives were as able, as 
fearless, and as independent as ArexXaNDER H. 
STEPHENS. 

ALFRED B. STREET, announced to recite an 
original poem to SHAKESPZARE on the anniversary 
of the poet’s birth, at the Academy of Music, Sat- 
urday evening, in aid of the Poe Memorial Fund, is 
a bard of whom the present generation knows very 
little. Now in his seventieth year, he did nearly 
all his literary work so long ago that it is not 
strange he is partially forgotten. He wrote and 
published before the civil war, and whatever ante- 
dates that may be considered, in so young a coun- 
try, as belonging to ancient history. Born at Pough- 
keepsie, he went with his father in early youth to 
Sullivan County, and afterward studied and prac- 
ticed law at Monticello. He began his inky career 
as a contributor in verse to the magazines, and be- 
fore he was 30 read a poem on “ Nature” before a 
literary society at Hobart College, Geneva. Two 
years later appeared his first volume, the “ Burn- 
ing of Schenectady, and Other Poems,” followed 
by “* Drawings and Tintings,”’ and his largest work, 
“ Frontenac,” a metrical remance of the Iroquois. 
His best-known poem is the * Gray Forest Eagle,” 
but this is no longer quoted. His writing is mainly 
descriptive, and his descriptions of native forests 
have been praised for graphicness and fidelity. 
Some of his poems have been translated into Ger- 
man. One thing decidedly in his favor is that he is 
in no sense an imitator; he is American through and 
through. For more than forty years he has lived 
in Albany, and has long been the State Librarian— 
another fact to account for his comparative ob- 
scurity. 

The death of her Imperial Majesty Tszz-AN 
Tuan-Yu K’ane-Y1 CHao-Yu Cavane-Kine Hvane 
T’at Hov, Empress of the East, the Empress 
Dowager—her full title did not accompany the 


news of her death on the cable from China—is not 


a very important event, for the dead lady was only 
the weaker one of two Empresses reigning—not 
in their own right, but only during the minority of 
the Emperor. But it is nota little curious-to be 
thus reminded that a nation numbering one-third 
of the population of the world, and in which mar- 


der of girl-babies is far less than a crime and not 
much less than a custom among the poor, should 


permit itself to be ruled by two women, and that, 
too, with barely a show of right. When Tune CHE 
died of the smalli-pox, in 1875, or, to put itin 
Chinese, when, in that year, ‘‘ His Majesty the Em- 
peror ascended upon the dragon to be a guest on 
hich,” without leaving a son, his widow ought, 
according to the precedents, to have adopted a son 
and heir. But the fair young Empress Au-LU-TE 
survived her lord only a brief time, and died without 
having borne or named a successor to the “ Great, 
Pure Dynasty.” Here was an opportunity which 
was promptly seized by the two women who had 
been Regents during Tune Cue’s minority. One of 
them, named at the beginning of this paragraph, 
and called Empress Dowager, though she 
was childless, was the first wife of Tuna 
Cue’s father and predecessor, HiEN Frne. 
The other and surviving Empress Regent 
is her Imperial Majesty Tsze-Cu’1 Tuan-Yew K’ane- 
Cu’ine CHao-Hoxw Cutane-Crine Huane T’ar Hou, 
Empress of the West. She was a concubine of 
Hien Fune, and was raised to the rank of Empress 
hecanse of having borne to him an heir to the 


“Dragon Throne.” For that reason she was com 

monly, and perhaps for short, called the Empress 

Mother. The titles Empresses of the East and of 
the West come from the respective positions of 
their palaces within the imperial inclosure. The 
Empress Mother adopted Tsa1 Tien. the present Em: 
peror, as the heir of Hien Fune, the deceased Em- 
peror and her husband, and the Empress Dowager 
joined with her in proclaiming him. The formali- 
ties were peculiarly Chinese and intensely amusing. 
Tune Cue was a weak, effeminate young man, and 
his death was sudden. But after his death a proc- 
lamation was published over his signature in 
which he narrated in the finest language the chiot 
events of his life from the time that the “ Divine 
Vessel [the throne] was bestowed upon our keep- 
ing’’ until he was seized by the fatal disease, the 
rise and progress of which were duly set forth. 
Accompanying this last and greatest effort of his 
life was another proclamation from his infant suc 
cessor, in which that 3-year-old potentate, ia 
curiously similar style, depicted himself as ‘* pros: 
trate upon the earth, bewailing grief to Heaven, 
and vainly stretching out handsin lamentation,” 
but was, nevertheless, able to set forth his claims 
tothe throne with formal minuteness and equal 
maturity of expression. This princeling is now 
some ten or a dozen years of age, and his reign ig 
to be known as the Kwang-su, or “* Continuation of 
Glory,” as that of one of his immediate predecessors 
was “The Glory of Reason.” A terrible mystery 
hangs about this young man. A yearor two ago it 
was reported that he had two pupils to each of his 
eyes. And not long after there was a rumor that 
he was not himself, some Buttercup having mixed 
him up most suceessfully. The author of tha 
rumor committed suicide soon after spreading the 
report, doubtless from perplexity in wondering 
who the Emperor wasif he was not himself, and 
now the whole truth may never be known.

The fishermen of the upper Gulf States 
have recently had to complain of an ill luck which 
is as strange as it is keyond explanation. Off 
the coast at Pensacola the crews of upward of a 
hundred sloops have for years past made a com- 
fortable living by supplying that city, Mobile, 
Montgomery, and other smaller places with the 
delicious fish for which the Gulf is so justly fa- 
mous, In former seasons it has not been unusual 
for the boats to take between four and five thou- 
sand of the finest “‘red snappers” and “‘group- 
ers’ ina month, besides many other fish of less 
choice variety. From recent accounts, however, 
it appearsthat forthe month ending two or three 
days ago, a month which, under ordinary circum- 
stances, should have yielded fish of the kind men- 
tioned in abundance, the total catch has not 
exceeded four hundred of the choice varieties. 
Naturally enough the fishérmen and fish consumers 
are not alittle alarmed by this unprecedented fall- 
ing off in the catch, and are entirely at a loss how 
to account for it. Some of them argue that the icy 
winds, which were unusually severe on the Gulf un- 
til within the past two or three weeks, have drivez 
the fish away from the Pensacola Banks and further 
south; others, on the contrary, hold to the opinion 
that the red snapper aresiowly, but surely, migrat: 
ing southward. While there are many theories, 
however, no one seems to have satisfactorily ex 
plained the absence of the fish.

Several slight earthquake shocks are reported 
tohave been felt in Northern Indiana during thé 
past few days. 


Of 270 small-pox patients taken to the Quar 
antine Hospital at Honolulu, Hawaii, 97 had died 
up to March 12. 


Joseph E. Temple, of Philadelphia, has sub- 
scribed $25,000 toward a monument to Gen. Jobn 
F. Reynolds, who fell at Gettysburg. 


The city of Boston has passed another of the 
great epochs in its yearly history; the plank walks 
have been removed from the Common for the 
Summer. 


Mrs. M. K. Cady, of New-London, Conz., 
has presented $5,000 tothe Parish of St. James's 
Church, that city, as a trust fund, to be called the 
M. K. Cady fund, the interest to be devoted to the 
repairs and maintenance of parish property. 


According to the Detroit Fost, the last pub- 
lished repert of the Auditor-General of Michigan 
shows that of the 48 organized railroads in the 
State only six paid dividends in the previous year, 
and eight had a balance applicable to dividends. 


The Galveston (Texas) News says: ‘Thai 
immense bodies of fresh water underlie a large por 
tion of Texas is well-known. Occasionally, some 
portions of It find vent in rivers—like the San Mar 
cos, San Antonio, and others—which burst forth im 
full volume, and, unlike most rivers, are larger at 
their heads than their mouths.”’ 

The Honolulu (Hawaii) Advertiser says: 
“Four years of reciprocity privileges have rescued 
sugar estates from impending: bankruptcy; have 
increased agricultural enterprises throughout the 
country, and added to the national wealth; built 
up various flourishing industries, enlivened trade, 
and enlarged commerce; increased the revenues of 
Government and permanently improved the me- 
tropolis.” 


The New-Orleans Times says: ‘‘There are 
forces now at work which will destroy the political 
solidity of the South a great deal sooner than 
Mahone and afree use of the Federal patronage 
can destoy it. Immigration, education, and busi 
ness prosperity are the enemies of Bourbonism, 
and are more potent agencies for working a politi 
cal revolution in the South than allthe schemes 
which politicians can concoct.” 


An auction sale of thorough-bred.and blood- 
ed shorthorns at Waukegan, Wis., last Wednesday 
netted about $30,000. One cow, known as the Duchess 
of Oxford XXI., was started at $1,300, and bound- 
ed up to $2,000 at the next bid. She was finally 
knocked down at $4,200. There were bidders on 
the ground from Wisconsin, Illinois, Minnesota, 
Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, Kentucky, and Missouri. 
Kirklevington Duchess XXVI. brought $2,550. The 
Seventh Duke of Kirklevington was sold after a 
heated contest for $1,C00, starting at only $400. 

The New-Orleans Times, a Democratic paper 
of somewhat liberal tendencies,.says in its issue of 
Monday last: “It is true that some-ofthe Southern 
Senators, in their speeches during the devate, de- 
clared in favor of a fair ballot and aifree count, but 
it cannot be denied that there is a firmly rooted 
conviction in the minds of a very large portion of 
the Southern people‘that the Democratic Party, 
which contains the wealth and intelligence of the 
South, ought to rule whether it-has a majority of 
the votes or not. There is a deep-seated aversion ta 
allowing negroes a voice in public affairs, orto al 
lowing men, not natives, to acquire’political prom? 
nence through the aid of negro votes.”’ 


The Boston Advertiser of yesterday has the 


following in relation to the Plummer Professorship 
at Harvard: ‘The invitation extended to the Rev. 
Phillips Brooks, D. D., to assume’the duties of Pro- 
fessor of Christian Morals and preacher at Har 
vard Universisy has been declined. His determina- 
tion was communicated to the Board of Overseers 
at their meeting on Monday. There has been no 
correspondence on the subject, andthe invitation 


was orally made by President Eliot, and the declina- 


tion has followed in the same informal way. No 
action authorizing that a similar invitation be of- 
fered to any other person has-been taken, and the 
name of the Rev. Dr. Storrs, which has been men- 
tioned by rumor in connection with the Professor- 
ship, has not been considered by the Board of Over- 
seers. No other candidate than Dr. Brooks has 


been thought of, and the matter is'likely to remain 
in abeyance for a considerable time.” 


THE PRESBYTERIAN HOSPITAL FUND. 
From the Observer, April 21. 

The thirteenth anniversary of the Presby- 
terian Hospital was celebrated on Thursday after- 
noon in the chapel of the hospital, the President, 
Robert L. Stuart, occupying the chair. A year ago 
it was announced that, by reason of lack of funds, 
the number of free patients would be limited te 
40. This limitation has been removed, and the 
managers state that so long as there is room in the 
wards no needy person will be refused admission. 
The increased cost of supplies, extensive repairs in 
plumbing, and the decrease in interest on the en- 
aowment fund have resulted in a deficiency of 


649 64 during the year. It is proposed to raise a 
as fund of $100,000. When this is accomplished. 
Mr. Robert L. Stuart has pledged an additional 
$50,000. Subscriptions to fund already 
to $62,000, and a prominent gentleman has off 
to complete the $100,000 when $90,000 is obtained.

AFFAIRS IN FOREIGN LANDS 


TURKEY, GREECE, AND THE EvU- 
ROPEAN POWERS. 

THE AMBASSADORS WORKING FORA PEACE- 
FUL SETTLEMENT—GREECE WARNED 
NOT TO INTERPCSE DELAY—THE MINOR 
DETAILS OF THE PROPOSAL. 

Aruens, April 20.—The collective note 
of the Ministers of the powers in reply to the 
last Greek note states that the powers are try- 
ing to induce the Porte to cede the territory 
promptly and peacefully. It gives no reply to 
the questions in the Greek note with regard to 
the fate of the Epirotes or au increase of the 
ceded territory. It renders Greece responsible 
if she does not accept the proposed frontier, 
and declares that the powers will not guaran- 
tee the surrender of the territory if Greece 
rauses any delay. 

M. Gennadius has been ordered to Constan- 
tinople to assume direction of the Greek Lega- 
sion. : 

It is believed here that M. Condouriotis, 


Greek Minister at Constantinople, will succeed 
M. Coumoundouros as Premier. 

Lonpon, April 20.—A dispatch to Reuter’s 
Telegram Company, from Constantinople, 
says: ‘* Itis stated that the Ambassadors have 
asked their Governments for additional pow- 
ers for the conclusion of a convention relative 
to the territory ceded to Greece, and they pro- 
pose that, in case Turkey and Greece are una- 
dle to agree upon the portion of the Ottoman 
jebt to be assumed by greece and other de- 
tails, the subject should be referred to a tri- 

unal of arbitration.*’ 

Another Constantinople correspondent says: 
“The Ambassadors have presented to the 
Porte a note describing the frontier line agreed 
apon. The note says: ‘ All the powers having 
approved the decision, it should be considered 
the supreme decision of Europe, to which the 
Porte is invited to comply.’ ” 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 20,—The military 
preparations are unabated. ‘They are believed 
to be connected with the fact that Ali Pasha 
is organizing a general movement against the 
Porte in Albania.

A RING STEAL IN CHICAGO.

EMULATING THE EXAMPLE OF TWEED IN 
NEW- YORK. 

CuaricaGo, April 20.—The Times to-morrow 
will publish a four-column exposé of steatings in 
connection with the building of the county half 
of the city and county buildings, amounting 
to from $400,000 to $500,000. It says the sys- 
tem of robbing began with the  organiza- 
tion of a ring in 1872, consisting of 
John M. Armstrong, James J. Egan, and Clem 
Periolat.

MINNESOTA’S OLD WHEAT.

AMOUNT AND CONDITION OF THE LAST 
YEAR’S CROP. 

Sr. Pau, Minn., April20.—THE TIMEs’s cor- 
respondent has obtained from the Minneapolis Mil- 
lers’ Association estimates of the amount and con- 
dition of the oid wheat crop which remains un- 
thrashed, the early setting in of Winter having in- 
terrupted thrashing last Fall on many farms. 
On the Hastings and Dakota it is claimed that from 
10 to 15 per cent. of the entire crop of 1880 is still 
unthrashed; on the St. Paul and Sioux City from 20 
to 25 per cent. of the wheat along the line of the 
above-mentioned road is still unthrashed and in 


stack; on the Manitoba line, the amount on the 
Breckinridge division is reckoned at 10 per cent. ; on 
the branch line the amount remaining is very little; 
on the Minneapolis and St. Louis there is 
little wheat reported in stack. There is 
very little in stack along the Northern 
Pacific Railway, and tnere are not to exceed 
300.00 bushels to be marketed on and 
north of the Northern Pacific. The recently 
thrashed wheat thus far recovered by the associa- 
tion was in a bad condition, containing pieces 
of ice and injured by dampness. It is further 
estimated that on the Hastings and Dakotaj there 
are from 500,000 to 600,000 bushels of 
wheat still to come in, and on the Sioux 
Road about 750,000 bushels. The Manitoba 
lines are expected to contribute from 750,000 to 
1,000,000 bushels, and the Minneapolis and St. Louis 
from 200,000 to 800,000 bushels. On the South- 
ern Minnesota Road there is little wheat left 
in stack, but there is a large per cent. remaining in 
tie granaries on account of the drifts on wagon 
and rai! roads, but the condition of the grain which 
has not yet sought the market is said to be very 


good. 
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LOSSES BY FIRE.

At6 o'clock Tuesday evening a fire broke 
out in a billiard-room in San Marcial, New-Mexico.

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REVIVING WAR MEMORIES

SCENES WITNESSED IN NEW- YORK 
_ TWENTY YEARS AGO. 

ENTHUSIASM OF THE PEOPLE ON THE 
DEPARTURE OF VOLUNTEERS FOR WASH- 
INGTON —OVATION TO THE SIXTH, 
TWELFTH, AND SEVENTY-FIRST REGI- 
MENTS—THE RHODE ISLAND CONTIN- 
GENT. 

Twenty years ago to-day the great City of 
New-York was ina fever of patriotic excitement 
over the departure of the Twelfth, Sixth, and 
Seventy-first Regiments of this State for Washing- 
ton. There are young men living to-day who re- 
member vividly that scene, though they were small 
boys at the time, and to the middle-aged and older 
citizen the picture stands forth in clear-cut lines 
which time has not dimned in the least 
degree. The attack upon Fort Sumter 
had aroused throughout the entire loyal North 
a feeling of patriotic enthusiasm, before which 
everything had to give way. Washington was 
tureatened by the rebels, and at the call of Presi- 
dent Lincoin for volunteers to defend the capital 
agreat uprising of the people took place such as 
had never before been witnessed in the history of 
the world. ‘On to Washirgton” was the cry which 
rang throughout the land, and the Empire State 
was among the first to respond to the call to 
arms. The Sixth, the Twelfth, and the Seventy- 
first New-York State Volunteers were ready to sail 
on the 2ist of April. The Seventh had embarked 
two days before, on Friday, the 19th, amid great 
enthusiasm and a popular demonstration such as 
this country had never before seen. On Saturday, 
the 20th, a monster mass-meeting was held in 
Union-square, which was attended by over 100,000 
persons. The throng was so great that the square, 
with its five stands for speakers, could not contain 
it, and the crowd overflowed the side streets, while 
Broadway, from Fourteenth-street to the Battery, 
was one surging mass of people. This grand de- 


monstration, in which the patriotic heart of the 
City displayed itself, was presided over by Gen. 
John A. Dix, and participated in by Major Ander- 
son, the hero of Fort Sumter, while the people 
were addressed by such men as Daniel 8. Dickin- 
son, William M. Evarts, Henry J. Raymond, Moses 
H. Grinnell, and William F. Havemeyer. ‘The 
citizens of New-York went to their beds that night 
fired with enthusiasm for the Union, and well pre- 
pared to tender the departing soldiers on 
the morrow an ovation worthy of the great sacri- 
fices which they were making in defense of their 
country. . 

Sunday, the 2ist of April, 1861, dawned brightly 
upon the silent City, and ere the sun had well risen 
Shove the horizon the streets begun to be alive 
with people. From all parts of the City they came, 
old men and old women, young men and young 
women, little boys and little girls, the rich and the 
poor, of all classes and conditions, all intent upon 
one object—to see the soldiers off on their mission 
of patriotism. It was an unusual in on that 

il Sabbath morning, thisswarming of the pore 
irum far and from near. Broadway, usually - 
serted on Sunday, was the objective point of all, 
and before 10 o’clock the sidewalks, from the 
Battery to Canal-street, were packed, while from 
this point up to Twentieth-street, the roadway was 
thronged by a solid mass of people, a narrow lane 
only being left clear in the centre for the march of 
the regiments. The church bells rang their call to 
devine service, but the pews were but scantily 
filled. There was a more divine sermon being 
preached in the street, where brave souls were 
marching on'to lay themselves on the altar of their 
country’s safety. Windows, balconies, stoops, 
doorways, every spot from which a view of the 
march could be had, were appropriated, and the 
housetops were thronged. Flags streamed from 
nearly every window. and floated in miniature 
from the hats ot men and even from the bonnets of 
ladies. Broadway was one mass of human heads, 
and the Sabbath seemed to be converted into a 
dozen old-fashioned Fourth of Julys rolled into 
one. The beginning of the pageant for which all 
eyes were strained eagerly occurred just before 11 
o’clock, when the church bells were silenced, and 
the sun was pouring down upon Broadway a flood 
of light. The Sixth Regiment, Col. Pinckney. 
escorted by a large corps of volunteers, an 
preceded by a corps of engineers dressed 
as zouaves, led by Manahan’s Band, came march- 
ing through the throng. As soon as they made 
their appearance a cheer went up from thousands 
of throats, which almost drowned the martial 
music of the band, and clove the air with deafen- 
ing power. Ladies waved their handkerchiefs, men 
their hats, and childrentheir fiags. Bouquets were 
thrown to the soldiers from windows and from bal- 
conies, and this enthusiastic greeting continued 
all along the line until the regiment reached 
the steamer and embarked for Washington. 
The brave fellows might well feel proud of the 
ovation, for it was the outpouring of the heart of 
the great City. The Twelfth Regiment followed 
soon after, with Col. Butterfield, mounted on a 
biack charger, leading, and_ this regiment was met 
by the same enthusiastic demonstration all along 
the route down Broadway. The steamer Baltic 
was chartered for the Twelfth, and as they em- 
barked loud cheers greeted them from the piers, 
which were as densely packed with men and wom- 
en as Broadway was. The Sixth was embarked 
on the steamer Columbia, at Pier No. 4 
North River, and this regiment, too, was cheered 
until the last man had stepped aboard. The 
Seventy-first, Col. Vosburgh commanding, boarded 
the steamer R. R. Cuyler, after receiving a perfect 
ovation from the throng on Broadway, at 3:80 P. M., 
when the steamer drew off into the river and an- 
chored opposite Pier No. 11. The scene along the 
river had by this time become exciting. It was 
known that the regiments were to sail during the 
afternoon, ana thousands flocked to the river front 
to take a last look at the boysand give thema 
parting greeting. The piers were packed for a great 
distance up town, the vessels lying in the North 
River were overrun with people anxious to catch a 
last glimpse of the departing soldiers, and the masts 
and rigging of ships were black with men who had 
taken possession of them as points of observation. 

But New-York regiments are not the only ones 
who have cause toremember that exciting Sabbath 
day. The steamer Empire State had arrived from 
Providence early inthe morning, with the first half 
of the Rhode Island regiment, commanded by Col. 
(now Senator) Ambrose E. Burnside, and accom- 
panied by Gov. Sprague and his sute, in all 
about 700 men. The Rhode Islanders were 
not forgotten ee our citizens, and the 
ier at which the Empire State lay was 
esieged early in the morning by throngs 
of people who cheered the soldiers and Gov. 
Sprague. Divine service was held that morning on 
the Empire State, and in the afternoon the regi 
ment was transferred to the Coalzacoalcas. After 
this had been accomplished Goy. Sprague was in- 
duced by repeated calls to make a short speech, in 
which he promised that Rhode Island would do her 
duty. He was the youngest of the war Gov- 
ernors, but his brave words touched the right 
spot, and his hearers applauded him to the echo, 
Col; Burnside made a speech even more effective 
than that of the Governor. He simply promised to 
talk when he returned, and the crowd, catching 
the significance of his words, burst forth into an- 
other loud and prolonged shout of enthusiasm. 
Meantime preparations had been actively making 
for the sailing of the steamers, and at 5 P. M. the 
Baltic, Columbia, R. R. Cuyler, and Coalzacoalcas 
weighed anchor and got under way amid a 
salvo of artillery from one of the piers and the 
shouts and cheers and waving of flags, hats, and 
handkerchiefs of the thousands who had gathered 
along the City front. The Battery Park was packed 
so closely with people that it looked like one solid 
mass of heads, and as the four steamers and their 
convoy, the United States steamer Harriet Lane, 
passed Castle Garden a great shout went up from 
the mass that might have been heard on the shores 
of New-Jersey. As the boats passed down the 
river they were saluted by the whistles and bells of 
the river craft and the cheers of the people, which 
the soldiers, flushed with enthusiasm as they were, 
returned with hearty good-will. 

It would be strange, indeed, if the soldiers should 
ever forget the scenes of that memorable 21st of 
April, 1861, and the regiments directly concerned 
in the events of the day have not forgotten it. The 
Twelfth and Seventy-first will to-day commemo- 
ate the twentieth anniversary of their departure 
for Washington. The Twelfth, Col. Cruger, will 
parade this afternoon and have a reunion and din- 
ner in their armory this evening. The active mem- 
bers and veterans of the Eighth, Col. Scott, will 
hold a reunion in the Lexington-Avenue Opera- 
house in the evening, and the Veteran Association 
of the Seventy-first, Col. Rose, will have a dinner 
at Delmonico’s this evening. The Fortv-eighth 
Regiment will tranfer their battle-flags to the keep- 
ing of the Long Island Historical Society to-night, 
and hold a reunion in the rooms of the society, 
Clinton and Pierrepont streets, Brooklyn. The 
Rev. Dr. R. 8. Storrs will preside, and the Rey. A, 
G. Palmer will make the introductory address,

NOT RESPONSIBLE FOR FORGED BONDS. 

LitTLe Rock, Ark., April 20.—In the Unit- 
ed States Circuit Court here to-day, in the case of 
Dagget and others against Clark County, the jury 
rendered a verdict for the defendant. The suit 
was upon bonds which the defendant alleged 


were forged, and it appeared in the evidence that 
the bonds were executed in the Summer of 1874 by 
Cc. W. Toukersley, a former’ Representative 
in the Legislature, and D. J. Dolbear and 
Ludlow B. Clark, former County Supervisor and 
Clerk, respectively. After resigning their offices 
and fleeing from the State to avoid trial on indict- 
ments pending against them, they went to St. 
Louis, and had printed $63,000 of funding bonds, 
purporting to be Clark County bonds, dating them 
back to May, 1874, and affixing a counterfeit seal 
which they procured in Chicago. A false certificate 
of registration was affixed by one John A. Sabbold, 
who counterfeited the signature of the Auditor, 
Stephen Wheeler, so well that the latter could not 
distinguish the difference. The jury was out only 


15 minutes. 
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TROUT WAITING TO BE CAUGHT. 

Morristown, N. J., April 20.—It may ex- 
cite the ardor of young fishermen, as well as tempt 
the more experienced angler, to know that a six- 
pound trout was caught with a pin-hook after 
being vainly coaxed with fly and fancy tackle and 
varied devices, away out in Pennsylvania; but most 
of them cannot go so far, even for a fish of so sim- 
pie tastes. Persons who love angling need not take 
such along journey and a week of valuable time to 


have fine fishing. Less than three hours will put 
them down where trout are taken in abundance

JOSEFFY’S CONCERT. 

Mr. Joseffy’s last concert of this season was 
given yesterday evening at the Academy of Music 
with the assistance of an orchestra whose mem- 
bers were mostly from the Philharmonic Society, 
under the direction of Mr. Theodore Thomas. The 
house was full, the audience being evidently from 
the best musical class, as was made evident by the 
facts that the strictest attention was paid throughout 
the long programme, that the applause was hearty 
and well bestowed, anda that no one seemed in- 
clined to leave before the final concerto. It is diffi- 
cult to speak calmly of Mr. Joseffy’s playing after 
hearing him in such a concert as that of last 
night. No other pianist could have drawn the 
throng of people to listen to him and 
have held them fascinated by the superb exhibition 
of his art. Great pianists cre not unknown in 
New-York. Jacl, Thalberg, Gottschalk, Rubin- 
stein, and Von Biilow have all been heard by many 
of those who were present last night. Each of 
these had bis special*merits and his special ad- 
mirers, but this wonderful young man Joseffy 
shows powers that no other one artist 
has combined. He is manly and vigorous when 
the occasion calls for an exhibition of strength 
against the powerful background of an orchestra 
of a hundred musicians, and plays with the deli- 
cacy that no other pianist exhibits. His pianissimo 
is wonderfully clear and distinct, and for some 
magical reason is as audible in the remote parts of 
the house as onthe stage. Added to this marvel- 
ous skill in handling the instrument, Joseffy's 
accuracy and faultless memory are not to be for- 
gotten. He never seems to make a mistake, as 
other eminent pianists often do when playing from 
memory. He never played better than last night 
through a long and trying programme, and was re- 
ceived before and after each performance with 
unusual enthusiasm, in which the members of the 
orchestra conspicuously joined. 

The concert opened with Mozart’s “Jupiter” 
Symphony by the orchestra. Mr. Thomas gave ita 
beautiful interpretation, his orchestra being under 
perfect control and responding to his baton. This 
was followed by Mr. Joseffy’s performance of the 
Schumann Concerto in A minor, op. 54—a work 
which is familiar to all interested in piano music. 
Mr. Joseffy was so good in each of the three move- 
ments that only praise can be awarded to the en- 
tire work. At the conclusion of the allegro vivace 
there was agreat outburst of aprlause, and after 
several recalls the pianist obligingly sat down 
to the piano and played a selection from 
Chopin. In the second part, which was be- 
gun with the Berlioz overture, ‘“‘Le Carneval 
Romain,” Mr. Joseffy played three piano solos. 
The first was a fuguein A minor, by Bach, whieh 
was wonderfully well done. The second was an 
“ arjetta di balletto,’’ for the first time, a theme by 
Gliick, arranged by the performer. It was played 
with exquisite delicacy and graceful fancy, and was 
received with so much applause that Mr. Joseffy was 
fairly compelled to repeat it. The third number 
was Tausig’s arrangement of Weber’s “Invitation 
2 la Valse,’’ which he took with such speed as to 
be less effective than in any of his other pieces. 
These piano solos were followed by Liszt's Con- 
certo No. 2, in A major, forthe first time. It was 
played grandly both by the pianist and the orches- 
tra, and received with breathless interest during 
its performance and a storm of applause at its con- 
clusion, when Mr. Joseffy was recalled several 
times before the audience. 
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MLLE. BERNHARDT IN ‘“ HERNANT.” 

‘*Hernani’”’ was presented last night at 
Booth’s Theatre, and Mlle. Bernhardt appeared in 
her famous part of Dofia Sol. As on previous 
nights of the week, the audience was large and of 
a notably fine quality—much less large, however, 
than that of Tuesday evening. 

A complete and correct sketch of Victor Hugo’s 
drama, and an account of Mile. Bernhardt’s acting 
in it, were printed in these columns during the 
actress’s first engagement here. The play is solemn- 
ly absurd, and, in spite of its strong literary merits 
and romantic situations, hardly provokes serious 
interest. Mlle. Bernhardt is less naturally fitted to 
the character of Dofia Sol than to the more real- 
istic and simply dramatic parts of her repertory; 
yet her performance in it has a charm and apic- 
turesqueness which are delightful, and the beauty 
of her diction isa merit that cannot be too stronp- 
ly insisted upon. To the French ear, or to the ear 
trained to the music of French verse, this beauty 
is a source of rare pleasure. 

Some of the assisting actors were tolerabie, al- 
though M. Angelo, in the important character of 
Hernani, was almost intolerable. The dyingscene, 
thanks entirely to Mile. Bernhardt, was a charming 
example of poetic acting. To-night ‘‘ Frou-Frou” 
will be played, “‘ Adrienne” to-morrow night, and 
“Camille” at the Saturday matinée. There will be

been provided each with two seats. ‘‘ La Princesse 
Georges’ will be played.

MR. ALLAN’S HAKD EXPERIENCE. 
4 NIGHT IN JAIL AND LOCKED IN A PRISON- 
PEN WITH CRIMINALS. 


Among the prisoners brought to the Jeffer- 
s0n Market Police Court yesterday morning, from 
the Fifteenth Precinct, was Mr. James N. Allan, 
an elderly gentlemen, who is the proprietor of an 
engraving and printing establishment at No. 85 
Liberty-street, and resides at No. 47 St. Mark’s- 
place. He had been arrested on the previous even- 
ing onacharge of assault and battery, and had 
spent the nightina cell at the Mercer-street Po- 
lice Station. It was his first experience of the 
kind, and he said he hoped it would be his last, as 
it had almost killed him. Mr. Allan was locked up 
In the prison-pen at‘ithe court, along with the 
drankards, abandoned women, and criminals, and 
felt greatly outraged by the treatment to which he 
was subjected. The complainant in the case was 
Edward Zabriskie, of No. 407 West Forty-ninth- 
street, a conductor in the employ of the Metro- 
politan Railroad, who made an affidavit that 
Mr. Allan “struck him three violent blows on the 


face and body,.”” When Mr. Allan was brought out 
from the prison-pen to give his name, Mr. McKeon, 
the clerk who had taken the complaint, was so 
much impressed by the appearance of the prisoner 
that he directed him to be taken into the examina- 
tion-room, to remain there until the case was 
called. Mr. Allan was finally placed at the 
bar, and Zabriskie, the complainant, took 
the witness stand. He testified that the train 
of which he was the conductor left Rector-street 
at 9:15 on Tuesday evening, and reached the 
Bleecker-street station without accident. As it 
was leaving the station Al'an came rushing out of 
the car and wished to get off. The train was run- 
ning.rapidly and the witness placed himself in 
front of the gate and prevented Allan from step- 

ing out. Allan said, ‘I must get off,” and struck 

im several blows in the face. He was very vio- 

lent, and it was with difficulty that he pushed 
Allan into the car and held him there. One 
of the brakemen saw the struggle and assisted him 
in holding Mr. Allan. Justice Patterson asked Za- 
briskie where Mr. Allan struck him, and he replied 
that it wasin the face. The magistrate remarked 
that there were no marks of the “violent blows” 
on his face, but the conductor still insisted that he 
had been beaten violently by the old man, and that 
his nose and lip were stiff in consequence. The 
brakeman who had assisted in restraining Mr. 
Allan came forward and swore that he saw the ac- 
cused strike the conductor “in the jaw,” and that 
be was himself struck a light blow by the prisoner. 
When Mr, Allan became composed he was allowed 
to get off at Eighth-street. 

The defendent was then asked to give his state- 

ent. He said the testimony of the conductor and 
brakeman was utterly false, and that he had been 
made the victim of a dastardly outrage. He got 
on the train at Cortlandt-street intending to ride as 
far as Bleecker-street. Before the train reached 
Bieecker-street he left his seat and was at the ear 
door when the train stopped. There was no other 
passenger to get on or off at that gate. As he was 
about to get off the conductor pulled the bell-rope 
and slammed the gate. Allan remonstrated with 
him, and there was plenty of time then for him to 
step off before the train started, but the conductor 
seized him violently by the throat and pushed him 
back into the car. In the struggle his 
silk hat was crushed into a_ shapeless 
mass. He was forced into the car, and 
held down by the conductor and brakeman who 
had come to his assistance. Of course, when they 
pushed him so rudely he pushed back, and in the 
excitement be may have struck the conductor, as 
it would have been the most natural thing in the 
world for him to do, but he did not think he struck 
him. After he left the station at Eighth-street he 
was arrested, and locked up in a cell all night. He 
had never struck a human being in his life, and had 
never been arrested before. Patrolman Leamy, of 
the Fifteenth Precinct, who made the arrest, said 
Mr. Allan was perfectly sober and quiet, and acted 
in a very gentiemaniy manner on the way to the. 
Police station and while at the station-house. Jus- 
tice Patterson then said he did not believe that 
Mr. Allan had committed any assault, and dis- 
charged him. 

Subsequently, Mr. Allan said to a Timzs reporter 
that he could scarcely express the indignation he 
felt at the treatment he had received. He was 
very sorry thatthe matter had gained publicity. 
For many years he had been in business in this 
City, and was well known, and, as he had never been 
arrested before, and had never been inside a sta- 
tion-house, he felt deeply the indignity that had been 
put upon him. The assault upon him was totally 
unexpected and unprovoked. His hat was knocked 
off and stamped upon. Of course he was indignant 
and excited at being assaulted, but he said that to 
the best of his recollection he did not strike the 
conductor. When he left the train at Eighth-street 
he asked a uniformed employe on the platform the 
number of the car on which he was assaulted, as 
be iniended to make a complaint against the 
conductor, but this man refused to give 
him the number. He tren went out of the 
stution, and while walking along Sixth-avenue to 
reach Bieecker-street another uniformed employe 
of the road, who, it was afterward ascertained, 
was J. M. Curry, of No. 776 Tenth-avenue, and who 
bad doubtless followed him from thestation-house, 
tame up with officer Leamy and ordered the 
oflicer to arrest him. The officer at first 
demurred, as the person assaulted was 
not present, but Curry said the conductor 
would appear in court, ard, by threatening to take 
his number and report him, he frightened the offi- 
cer into making the arrest. He was taken to the 
station-house, and Curry was there set down as 
the complainant against him,.and he was locked up 
inacell. Mr. Allan says he ‘is subject to attacks 
of heart disease, and he was in dread all night of 
being attacked by it. His sufferings in the prison 
pen at Jefferson Market were terrible, and he 
thought he should go mad, The policeman had not 
the right to arrest him, as he had not witnessed 
the affray and the assaulted person was not pres- 
ent. Mr. Allan will seek redress.

LUMBER ON FIRE. 

NARROW ESCAPE OF TWO FAMILIES—LOSSES, 
; AND . INSURANCES. 

‘James Ferguson is employed by Bucki & 
Hirsch, lumber merchants and sawyers, whose 
yards and saw mill are at Nos. 531 to 5389 West 
Fourteenth-street. Two of the lots run back into 
Fifteenth-street. The saw mill-was in the centre 
of the Fourteenth-street lots, and was surrounded. 
by piles of valuable lumber and sheds. Ferguson 
lived on the second floor of the office building,at No. 


531 West Fourteenth-street, and he, his wife, and 
his daughter, who is 10 years old, slept in an exten- 


sion-room over a wood-shed which ran along the 

east side of the lots. At 2:80 o’cloeck yesterday 

morning Ferguson woke to find his room full 

of smoke and through the window came a glare of 

fire. He aroused his family and attempted to go 

down into the shed below by a staircase, but the, 
fiames had traveled like a prairie fire in the few: 
moments that hed passed between Ferguson’s dis- 

covery and his attempt to escape. Ferguson went:, 
to the front room, let his wife and child down on, 
a pile of boards from a second-story window, es- 

caped like them, partly clothed, and gave an alarm. 

Meantime John O’Brien, employed by William Jay- 

cocks, lumber-dealer, whose yards run from 

Nos. 527 and 529 West  Fourteenth-street 

to Fifteenth-street, escaped with his wife 

and five children from their rooms over Mr. Jay- 

cocks’s office, at No. 529 West Fourteenth-street. 

The fire had its origin in the engine-room of Bucki 

é& Hirsch’s saw mill. Every thing here was quite 

dry, and the fire spread in all directions. Three 

niarms and special calls brought 14 engines and a 

number of hook and ladder companies, but for the 

first half-hour it did not appear possible to prevent 
the flames from devastating the block bounded by 
Hleventh and Thirteenth avenues and Fourteenth 
and Fifteenth streets, and leaping Fifteenth-street. 

West of the Fourteenth-street lots of Bucki & 
Hirsch’s place is N. G. Gordon’s stone-yard, and the. 
fire was first checked here. North of this stone- 
yard were a whiting factory owned by Seely R. 

Budd, and stables and outhouses owned by C. 

Newman, a truckman. The fire seized on 
these buildings and soon gutted the rear 
of them, but west of them is a vacant 
lot, which gave the firemen such advantage that 
they checked the fire when it threatened to ex- 
teud north of Fifteenth-street. The flames tray- 
eled east to the jumberin Jaycock’s yards, at the 
north end, and had to be literally beaten out by 
streams of water before the fire was confined to 
Bucki & Hirsch’s place. There it burned fiercely, 
destroying almost everything, until 7 o’clock. It 
was not entirely put out until the afternoon. In 
Bucki & Hirsch’s yards were more than 1,000,000 
feet of lumber worth from $42,000 to $43,000, and 
machinery and other property worth $20,000. The 
loss thereon is about $60,000, and the insurances 
amount to $25,000, Jaycock’s loss is $2,000, and he 
is insured for $2,000. Seely R. Budd loses $6,000, 
and is partly insured. Newman loses more than 
$1,000. N. G. White’s stables were burned, and his 
loss is $1,500. Ferguson & O’Brien lose $500 on 
household goods. Mr. Budd’s stables and two 
horses worth $300 were burned. These estimates 
make the aggregate loss $71,300. 
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AN INVITATION TO GEN, HANCOCK. 


A committee of citizens of Tennessee met 


Gen. Hancock in the offices of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company, No. 52 Wall-street, 
yesterday, in obedience to a joint resolution of the 
Legislature of that State, for the purpose of invit- 
ing him to visit the sixteenth annual Nashville Ex- 


position, which is to be held on May 24, 25, and 26. 
The committee consisted of Gov. Alvin Hawkins, 
ex-Gov. James D. Porter, A. §. Colyar, R. R. But- 
ler Major J.T. Robinson, Major G. W. King, J, A. 
Satterwhite, J. M. Dickinson, Edward Baxter, Ju- 
lius Sax, and Thomas O'Connor. Addresses were 
made by Messrs. Hawkins and Porter emphasizing 
the fact that the invitation was of no political sig- 
nificance. Gen. Hancock indicated that he would 
not be abie to accept, but after further urging ne 
promised to take the matter into consideration.

Dunn, of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio, and O. M. Shephard, of the New-York and 
New-England Railroad. H. F. Kenny presided, 
and W. F. Allen acted as Secretary. e@ conven- 
tion, after discussion, resolved to readopt and put 
in force, on and after May 15, the time schedule of 
Nov. 8, 1880, with such local modifications as might 
be determined upon by the respective railroads. 
The schedule only affects through trains. 
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INCREASED POSTAL FACILITIES. 
THE SUPPLEMENTARY MAIL—AN EXTRA 
REGISTERED LETTER DELIVERY. 

For the convenience of merchants and others 
desiring to post letters for foreign countries after 
the closing of the regular mails, Postmaster Pear- 
son has given instructions that such letters, when 
deposited in any of the drops marked “ Letters for 
Foreign Countries,” and fully prepaid by stamp at 
the rate of 5 cents per half ounce in addition to the 
ordinary rates, shall be included in and dispatched 
by the ‘“‘supplementary”’ mails. Heretofore it has 
been necessary to take all letters for supplemen- 


tary mails to a special window to be posied, but 
under the present arrangement this is no longer 
required. 

Postmaster Pearson has been notified by tele- 
graph from San Francisco that the steam-ship 
Gallic sailed from that port at 4 P. M. on Tuesday 
with mails for Japan and China, including letters 
~ — countries dispatched from New-York 

pril 12. 

As one result of the late increase in clerical force 
at the Post Office, Postmaster Pearson has been 
enabled to establish two deliveries of registered 
matter throughout the City in place of one, as here- 
tofore. A registered mail is now dispatched to the 
up-town branch office in time to insure its delivery 
in the forenoon, and another is forwarded at 1 
o’clock P. M. The down-town morning delivery of 
registered matter by carriers will also begin an 
hour earlier than formerly. These improvements 
will doubtless be thoroughly appreciated by al! re- 
ceiving remittances by registered letters, especially 
by residents in the upper portions of the City, who 
have been subjected to somé inconvenience 
through the delays which insufficient clerical force 
rendered unavoidable in the preparation of regis- 
terod matter for delivery. 

It is not generally known to the public that many 
periodicals, newspapers, and magazines mailed 
from every point in Europe reach the New-York 
Post Office entirely divested of their original wrap- 
pers. The cause of this appears to be a false econ- 
omy upon the part of the senders—the wrappers 
used being of the flimsiest possible material, and 
the separation from their inclosures requiring but 
little of the necessary wear of Post Office handling 
or the friction of an ocean transit to tear them 
loose. In most instances it is impossible to make 
out the addresses of the covers thus separated, so 
mutilated do they become, but where this 
is possible they are sent to the addresses 
wit request that they give the name of 
the periodical, newspaper, or book expected. 
If, in return, the missing article is found, and it 
usually is, itis immediately forwarded to the per- 
s0n entitled to receive the same. Frequent com- 

laints have been made in some instances direct to 

juropean publishers by their disappointed Ameri- 
can subscribers, but the practice still exists and the 
Inquiry Office for Missing and Dead Letters of the 
Post Office has constantly in store, awaiting claim- 
ants, a quantity of European newspapers, &c., that 
for variety alone could hardly be excelled any- 
where. 

In consequence of a wreck on the main line of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad yesterday morning, the 
Western and South-western mails via that route 
due at 8 o’clock A. M. and 12:40 o’clock P. M. yes- 
terday did not reach this City until 10:35 A. M. and 
1:40 P. M., respectively.

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SUITS AGAINST NORTHERN PACIFIC. 

A suit was begun about a week ago, in the 
Supreme Court, by Charles Woerishoffer and an- 
other stockholder of the Northern Pacific Railroad 
Campany against that corporation, its Directors 
individually, and the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 


Company. Its purpose is to prevent the issuance 
of 180,000 shares of the common stock of the rail- 
road company to the holders of proprietary shares 
in the corporation, as well as the use of the shares 
by them, and also to have the shares of common 
stock already issued to proprietary shareholders’ 
deciared void, except such as have got into the 
hands of innocent third parties. Respecting the 
shares now owned by innocent persons, the plain- 
tiffs ask that the Northern Pacific Directors shall 
be compelled to pay their value to the corporation. 
In most respects the suit is similar to that in which 
Mr. Villard is plaintiff in the Superior Court, but 
the results sought reach further. A temporary in- 
junction restraining the issuance or use of 
the 180,000 shares was obtained by the 
plaintiffs, and a motion to continue it 
pending the litigation was to be heard yesterday 
in Supreme Court, Chambers. A petition by the 
defendants for the transfer of the suit tothe United 
States Circuit Court, and a bond, were filed in the 
County Clerk’s office on Tuesday. This fact was 
stated to Judge Barrett when the motion was called 
yesterday, and Gen. B. H. Bristow claimed that the 
case was out of the jurisdiction of the Suprerhe 
Court. Gen. Bristow asked Judge Barrett, how- 
ever, to pass upon the sufficiency of the sureties 
upon the bond. Mr. Joseph H. Choate, of counsel 
for the plaintiffs, protested, saying the course pro- 
posed was opposed to the practice of the Supreme 
Court. Judge Barrett took ihis view, and made an 
order directing the plaintiffs to show cause to-day 
why the suit should not be moved to tne United 
States Circuit Court.

THE GOULD MEMORIAL HOME. 

The New-York - Ladies’ Association in aid of 
the Gould Memorial Home and School in Rome, 
Italy, held a meeting in the lecture-room of 


the Young Men's Christian Association yesterday 
afternoon, Dr. C. R. Agnew presided, and among 
the ladies present were Mrs. Agnew, Mrs. Farragut, 
Mrs. W. H. Osborn, Mrs. W. K. Strong, Mrs. A. R. 
Smith, Miss E. T. Bailey, and Miss L. Boorman. Dr. 
Agnew gave a brief sketch of the Home and School. 
They were founded in 1871 by Mrs. Emily Bliss 
Gould, daughter of Dr. James C. Bliss, of this City, 
and wife of Dr. James B. Gould. Mrs. Gould died 
in 1875, and the work was continued as 
a memorial by her friends until 1877, when 
the wadies’ Association took charge of it. 
The funds for the maintenance of the institution, 
amounting to $5,000 a B are raised by contribu- 
tions and donations. ‘he Home is designed for or- 
phans and neglected children, and although con- 
ducted by Protestants is not connected with any 
particular branch of the church. It has 46 inmates. 
Children are cared for and taught trades until they 
are old enough to support themselves, when places 
are found for them. The Trustees of the institu- 
tion are Dr. Agnew, Latimer Bailey, Charles E. 
Whitehead, Henry B. Barnes, William Earl Dodge, 
Thomas C. Sloane, and Charles S. Robinson. The 
President is Miss M. L. Edwardes, an English lady. 
‘Letters were read from Miss Edwardes on the 
present condition of the Home. Addresses warmly 
commending the work of the Ladies’ Association 
were delivered by the Rev. Drs. W. M. Taylor and

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PARK DEPARTMENT AFFAIRS. 
MR. LANE NOT AT ALL SATISFIED WITH THE 
CONDUCT OF HIS ASSOCIATES. 


At yesterday’s meeting of the Park Com- 
missioners Mr. Lane frequently found occasion to 
rail'at his colleagues, He accused Mr. MacLean 
of endeavoring to keep a ‘drunken man” on the 
force of employes, and insinuated that he had done 
wrong in permitting one of the gardeners to do 
some drawing in the man’s own lodgings. When 
the question of employing additional men was in- 
troduced, Mr. Lane objected toa motion to refer 
the matter to Messrs. Wales and Olliffe. ‘* This is 


a dodge,” he remarked in an angrv tone, ‘to de- 

rive me of my patronage because I belong to 
Tammany Hall.” The motion was carried despite 
his vociferous objections. John Kelly’s irrepressi- 
ble disciple next submitted a report recommend- 
ing the sinking of artesian wells in Central Park 
with the view of supplying the lakes with an ade- 
quate supply of water without drawing it from the 
reservoir. 

Mr. Wales—The sinking of wells would be attend- 
ed by enormous expense, and as this report strikes 
me as very superficial in its character, I move— 

Mr. Lane--Well, I don’t want you to discuss its 
character. You never present any reports. 

It was referred back to Mr. Lane for a more care- 
ful investigation into the subject. His next report 
vaguely directed the attention of the board to the 
necessity for fire hydrants in the Park, and recom- 
mended that the Acting Superintendent be asked 
to ascertain the cost of putting them there. 

= MacLean—I move that the report be referred 
back. 

Mr. Lane—It is a piece of rudeness to fling it back 
in my face. Iam not going to make any further 
report. 

R r. Wales—Mr. Chairman, what is all this row 
about. 
Chairman Olliffe—Order, gentlemen, order. 

Mr. MacLean—Is it not perfectly proper and 
respectful to ask him to make a fuller and more 
comprehensive report? 

Mr. Wales—It seems to me we are in a dead-lock 
on the subject of hydrants. 

The foregoing is a sample of a long discussion 
which finally led to the adoption of Mr. Lane’s 
recommendation to refer the subject to the Acting 
Superintendent. Touching the question as to 
whether Central Park is malarious, Mr. Lane had 
a somewhat remarkable report beginning: ‘* The 
undersigned, to whom was referred, on April 12, 
the duty of reporting on the chemical analysis of 
the earth, air, and water in Central Park, reports 
that as a matter of fact the Central Park is ma- 
larious, and that probably the causes are 
the same which make the rest of Manhat- 
tan Island malarious.” In view of this 
condition of things Mr. Lane submitted a resolu- 
tion to the effect that Prof. J. W. $8. Arnold be em- 
ployed to make thorough scientific observations 
and chemical analyses of the earth,:air, and water 
of the Park; and to suggest a plan whereby its con- 
dition can be improved. The report was referred 
back to the industrious Commissioner, with in- 
structions to ascertain what Prof. Arnold would 
charge for the performance of the duties specified 
in the report. 

Mr. Lane’s bill of $75 for ‘* personal expenses”’ was 
passed, but Mr. Wales gave notice that he 
would hereafter ask for the vouchers of 
Commissioners when such bills were presented. 
“That would be a small way to _ treat 
an associate,”’ remarked Mr. Lane, color- 
ing, ‘but it is just what I might expect from you.”’ 
A petition, signed by Sigismund Kaufmann, Oswald 
Ottendorfer, Willy Wallach, and others represent- 
ing the Turn Verein and the North German Gymnas- 
tic Society, asking that the Museums of Art and 
Natural History be opened on Sundays for the 
benefit of working men and their families, was re- 
ferred to the Trustees of those institutions. Presi- 
dent Barnard, of Columbia College, applied by let- 
ter for the granting of permission to his students 
to practise base-ball and cricket in Central Park. 
The matter was referred to Commissioner Wales 
with power. An application from the members of 
Park Police force for authority to practice base- 
ball in the Park when off duty was placed on file. 
It was decided to pay $1,150 out of the music fund 
to Crook’s Band for giving performances in the 
Battery Park during the Summer. 
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AN INSOLVENT CONCERN. 
THE TROUBLES OF THE STEAM CABLE TOW- 
ING COMPANY. 

The New-York Steam Cable Towing Com- 
pany was put into the hands of a Receiver, by an 
order made by Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court, 
Chambers, on April 12. The Receiver appointed is 
Mr. Sherman W. Knevals, of the law firm of Ar- 
thur, Phelps, Knevals & Ransom, the head of 
which is Vice-President Arthur. Mr. Knevals is 
now President of the company. The suit in 
which this action was taken .was begun on 
April 9, the plaintiffs being the People 
of the State of New-York. The complaint alleges 
that the New-York Steam Cable Towing Company 
was organized in 1871 for the purpose of making 


use on the Erie and other canais of what is known 
as the Belgian system of steam towing; that it has 


‘laid a cable from Buffalo to a point 30 miles east of 


Syracuse, and has 18 tugs or tow-boats and 400 
horses and mules and harness, barns, tools, imple- 
ments, &c., and that it has various rights, ease- 
ments, and franchises conferred upon it by the 
Legislature. On April 1, 1873, the company mort- 
gaged its property to the New-York Guaranty and 
Indemnity Company to secure the payment of its 
bonds to the amount of $800,000. It issued its 
bonds for $667,000, and they are now outstanding. 
Interest at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum was 
paid upon them semi-annually until April 1, when 
a default was made. The company owes $35,000 
for supplies furnished to itin its business and on 
account of wages due to its servants, ana there 
are numerous judgments and many suits 
and claims against it. The complaint as- 
serts that the New-York Steam Cable Towing 
Company is insolvent, and has been so fora year, 
and that there are several reasons—among them.a 
proposition in the Legislature to repeal the com- 
pany’s charter—why it will be impossible for its 
Directors to make it prosperous.- The prayer is 
that the company shall be dissolved. Judge Dono- 
hue in his order directed Receiver Knevals to con- 
tinue the business of the company with due regard 
to its interests and the needs and convenience of 
tke public. On the application of Receiver Kne- 
vals, Judge Donohue on Monday made an order 
authorizing him to issue certificates of indebted- 
ness to the amount of $35,000 with which to pay 
employes’ wages and other pressing claims. 
———— 


WHITTAKER'’S CASE SUPPORTED. 

The first witness examined by the defense in 
the Whittaker court-martial yesterday was Wil- 
liam M. Smillie, a Vice-President of the American 
Bank-note Company. He testified, as a number of 
engravers have testified already, that he could dis- 
cover no evidence of the under-writing in the note 
of warning which expert Southworth claims to 
have found. He had examined photographs under: 
all kinds of light, and was satisfied that the effect 
of photography was te present any number of out- 


lines which would assume aimost any shape that a 
lively imagination might suggest. The under-writ- 
ing in this case, he was convinced, was purely im- 
aginary. Charles Carter Cochran, of Pittsburg, 
Penn., testified that he had been a teacher of pen- 
manship for many years, was a book-keeper, and a 
professor of commercial science. While he was 


not in the habit of testifying as an expert, he be-' 


lleved he was sufficiently familiar with handwrit- 
ing to analyze it. He was particularly interested 
in this case, and had offered his services gratui- 
tously to the defense. Ex-Gov. Chamberlain here 
offered in evidence, for the | ge are of a compari- 
son of handwritings, a lot o gsc cigs copies 
of Whittaker’s letters to Prof. Greener and Moses 
Wester, which were designed for the stere- 
oscopic examination, to which Mr. Cochran 
desired to subject them. ‘Three of these let- 
ters were written anterior to the alleged 
outrage, the others. after that event. 
Objection was raised, and the court decided that 
proof of the authorship of the writings would be 
necessary, and that Whittaker was sa competent wit- 
ness to furnish it. Whittaker accordingly identi- 
fied the letters as his. Prof. Cochran again took 
the stand. He had found that the note of warning 
exhibited alabored attempt at disguise through- 
out. While the most striking features of Whitta- 
ker’s styie were prominent in the note, certain foa- 
tures of a handwriting that does not. resemble 
Whittaker’s predominated. There were many in- 
dications that the author of that note was far supe- 
rior to Whittaker asapenman, The court will re- 
assemble at 11 o’clock to-day. 
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THER POET BJORNSON'S LECTURE. 


A large gathering of Scandinavian residents 
of this City listened last night in Teutonia Hall to 
the Norwegian poet, Bjornstjerne Bjornson, who 
spoke to his countrymen for the last time before 
his departure for Norway, where he is to unveil a 


great national monumdéht. Mr. Bjornson has 
returned from a lecturing tour through the 
far West, where he has endured great hardships, 
by reason of, the severe Winter. Upon his return 
to his home he proposes to publish a monthly mag- 
azine for his countrymen in Norway andthe United 
States. His lecture last night was attended by a 
number of well-known Norwegians, Swedes, and 
Danes, among whom Gen. Christensen, for- 
merly Danish Consul in New-York, and 
H. Balling, the painter, had front seats. 
Mr. Bjornson spoke of the falsity of worn-out dog- 
mas that interfere with the religious development 
and education of the race. It is not, he reasoned, 
religion that makes a people’s morals, but it is 
morals that formulates its religion. The develop- 
ment of a race is that of the individual from child- 
hood to man’s estate. Thesame experiences are 
made and the same lessons learned by both. The 
Old Testament stories of a chosen people that went 
from the highest religious fervor to the lowest 
depths of folly in the worship of inani- 
mate objects was invented for a purpose 
by a priestcraft that has ever stood in 
the way of human progress and the delivery from 
a spiritual thralidom of nations. It is ridiculous 
and senseless, as well as outrageously unjust 
toward other nations. that are left out in the cold, 
‘The speaker said he had once been a believer in all 
this, but had seen his error, and rejoiced in the 
freedom he had found at last. The clergy that 
stand arrayed against all the efforts of our age 
toward truth are like so many dreadful courses 
transmitted from father to son, with interest 


doubled and trebled. Until they are torown off, 
the world is doomed to failuxe and disannointment.
